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TECHNICAL BOOKS ON THE CINEMA 
AND TELEVISION 


A. E. JEAKINS 


COMPILING a list of this sort one is constantly reminded of the phenomenon 
known to the emulsion chemist as ‘clumping’: one branch of film technique 
very adequately covered by a group of quite excellent books, while another 
equally important branch has been virtually neglected. 

For example, the brief popular heyday of the stereoscopic motion picture 
inspired a number of first-rate books: notably The Theory of Stereoscopic 
Transmission and its Application to the Motion Picture by Raymond and Nigel 
Spottiswoode (1954, Faber, 42s.) which can justly be regarded as a definitive 
work. The book deals not only with the general theory of the space image 
and the problems of its application to film production, but also gives detailed 
information on camera, printing and projection processes. Stereoptics (1951, 
Macdonald, 15s.) by Leslie P. Dudley is not devoted exclusively to motion 
pictures, but it contains a wealth of data about stereo processes, most of 
which has been available previously only in patent specifications. H. Dew- 
hurst’s Introduction to 3-D (1954, Chapman & Hall, 25s.) can also be recom- 
mended for its clear exposition of the fundamental principles and basic 
formulae of geometric projection. There is a brief description of non-stereo 
systems—wide screen, CinemaScope and Cinerama—and a useful biblio- 
graphy. 3-D Kinematography and New Screen Techniques by Adrian Cornwell- 
Clyne (1954, Hutchinson, 18s.) surveys all the known systems up to the date 
of writing, including the CinemaScope and Cinerama wide screen systems. 

It seems then, that in the event of a revival of 3-D motion pictures, tech- 
nicians will have access to a store of sound technical information not available 
before. 

In the last ten years many developments have taken place in sound record- 
ing for films. However, to the best of my knowledge no new book on the 
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subject has been published in this country. High Quality Sound Reproduction 
by James Moir (1958, Chapman & Hall, 70s.) is concerned with the whole 
field of the high fidelity reproduction of sound; it is an important and up-to- 
date compendium of information on amplifiers, microphones, microphone 
mixers, tone control circuits, magnetic recording and sound reproduction in 
the cinema. 

If one were asked to name one book that would give the non-professional 
reader the clearest general picture of the whole field of film technique, it 
would be difficult to think of a better one than The Cinema To-day (2nd 
edition 1956, Oxford University Press, 12s.6d.) by D. A. Spencer and 
H. D. Waley. Written in a vigorous and lively style, this little book has been 
thoroughly revised and brought up to date. At a much more advanced and 
professional level, Raymond Spottiswoode’s Film and its Techniques (1952, 
Faber, reprinting) is a most comprehensive and detailed account of all the 
techniques involved, and the successive steps from script to screen, in the 
production of a film, reinforced with exceptionally well designed and clear 
diagrams. Principles of Cinematography by Leslie J. Wheeler (2nd edition 1958, 
Fountain Press, 63s.) is a quarry of all sorts of useful facts and information 
about techniques and apparatus. Unfortunately, the new edition appears to 
have been inadequately revised, with the consequence that some recent 
developments are not mentioned. The Focal Encyclopaedia of Photography (3rd 
edition 1958, Focal Press, 105s.) is worth consulting for its series of articles on 
cinematography, some of which are excellent, and for the useful biblio- 
graphies. 

There is still no book published in this country dealing with the work of 
the professional lighting cameraman. However, an introduction to the basic 
principles of lighting can be got in books on the subject written for the still 
photographer. Connected with lighting is exposure: Exposing Cine Film, that 
excellent little treatise on the incident light method of exposure measurement 
by P. C. Smethurst, a pioneer of the system, has been republished in a new 
edition (1954, Fountain Press). Exposure by W. F. Berg (2nd edition 1955, 
Focal Press, 21s.) and Exposure Meters and Practical Exposure Control by 5, 
Dunn (1952, Fountain Press; revised 1958 and retitled Exposure Manual, 45s.) 
deal exhaustively with every aspect of fundamental theory and practice. 

Nothing has appeared to take the place of Colour Cinematography by 
Adrian Cornwell-Clyne (3rd edition 1951, Chapman & Hall, gos.) as the 
standard work on the subject. This is a most thorough survey. 

For those who wish to go more deeply into the problems of colour, The 
Measurement of Colour by W.D. Wrightis the standard work on the principles, 
methods and applications of the trichomatic system of colour measurement 
(2nd edition 1958, Hilger & Watts, 52s.), and Reproduction of Colour by 
R. W. G. Hunt (1958, Fountain Press, 63s.) deals with the fundamentals of 
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colour reproduction by photography, television and printing, and with 
colour standards, calculations and light sources. 

Chapters on the theory, technique and applications of high-speed cinema- 
tography are included in The Photographic Study of Rapid Events by W. 
Deryck Chesterman (1951, Oxford University Press, 28s.) and in High Speed 
Photography by George A. Jones (1952, Chapman and Hall, 45s.). Both books 
are written by experts, and extensive bibliographies include references to 
most of the worth-while articles published about this highly specialised subject. 

A useful aid for the film or television cameraman is Sharps’ Colour Chart 
and Grey Scale by W. S. Sharps (1957, Fountain Press, 19s.6d.). It consists of 
a series of 32 colour patches and a ten-step grey scale. A table gives the grey 
scale equivalent of each colour patch as it will reproduce on Kodak and 
Ilford emulsions, or on Image Orthicon and Photo-conductive television 
tubes. R. H. Bomback’s Cine Data Book (1950, Fountain Press, 25s.) is a 
useful compilation of facts and figures mainly for the cinematographer. 

Sensitometry by L. Lobel and M. Dubois (1955, Focal Press, 25s.) and 
Sensitometry in Practice by Keith M. Hornsby (1957, Henry Greenwood, 
19s.6d.), though they do not deal specifically with film laboratory practice, 
are important books which start with basic first principles and go on to 
cover virtually the whole extent of the application and practice of sensitometry. 

There is only one book about the film editor’s craft, but it is a first-rate 
one. The Technique of Film Editing by Karel Reisz (6th edition 1958, Focal 
Press, 30s.) is one of the series of manuals on film technique sponsored by the 
British Film Academy, who appointed a committee of distinguished editors 
and directors to guide the author. The book deals with the History, Practice 
and Principles of Editing, with the main emphasis on Practice, for the greater 
part of the book consists of practical examples in the form of sequences 
analysed in detail by the editors or directors responsible. 

Edward Carrick’s Designing for Films (1949, Studio Publication, 18s.), a 
new and completely revised edition of Designing for Moving Pictures first 
published in 1941, is also a ‘standard work’. The author, a well-known and 
practising art director, writes about the aesthetic and practical approach to 
his craft with a lucidity that makes the book a pleasure to read. The musician’s 
contribution to the film receives responsible treatment in two works. 
Composing for the Films (1952, Dennis Dobson, 21s.) by the composer Hans 
Eisler, discusses the requirements and function of film music, and the practical 
problems and specialised tasks of the composer. There are numerous musical 
analyses of film scores. The second book, The Technique of Film Music by 
Roger Manvell and John Huntley (1957, Focal Press, 42s.), is another of the 
volumes in the British Film Academy sponsored series mentioned above. 
Description and analysis of current practice, illustrated by a parallel display 
of stills, description of action and musical quotations make up a large section 
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of the book. Chapters on the silent film and the early sound film set the 
historical background, and there is a very complete list of British and 
American film music on records. 

The enormously increased use in the last few years of animation techniques 
makes timely the publication of the latest volume in the British Film Academy 
series. The Technique of Film Animation by John Halas and Roger Manvell 
(1959, Focal Press, 42s.) is as complete and exhaustive a treatment as one could 
expect (John Halas is one of the leading animation experts in this country). 
After discussing the discovery and evolution of the technique, aesthetic 
principles, etc., the authors proceed to deal with cartoon animation— 
production and studio organisation, preparation of the story board, functions 
of the artists and technicians involved, composition and recording of the 
music, costing. The last part of the book is concerned with animation of 
puppets and silhouettes, the work of Norman McLaren, pin-screen anima- 
tion, animation for 3-D and wide screen. Over 300 illustrations accompany 
the text. The Animated Film by Roger Manvell (1954, Sylvan Press) is mainly 
an account of all the arts and techniques that go towards the production of a 
feature length animated film, from the first story outline to the final picture. 
All the examples are taken from ‘Animal Farm’, the first British feature cartoon. 

Sound Film Projection edited by E. Molloy (4th edition 1951, Newnes) is a 
compact handbook on the working and operation of professional theatre 
equipment. Five well-known sound projection systems are dealt with in 
detail, each one by an expert who has specialised in the particular equipment. 
Chapters on installation and maintenance, public address systems and big 
screen theatre television are included. The book was published before the 
advent of the various wide-screen systems. 

The Technique of Film and Television Make-Up by Vincent J-R. Kehoe 
(1957, Focal Press, 42s.) is a treatise by a specialist for specialists which deals 
with every branch of make-up technique, from straight and corrective make- 
up to the advanced techniques of making latex masks and false features, 
extensively illustrated by photographs. 

The amateur enthusiast working with sub-standard gauges is lavishly 
catered for in the matter of technical literature, presumably because he 
represents a far bigger potential market than his professional counterpart. 
In whatever department of film technique he seeks instruction, there is 
almost certain to be a book to meet his needs written in many cases by 
professional experts. For instance, two well-known series of handbooks for 
amateurs The Focal Cine Books (Focal Press, ios.6d. and 7s.6d. each) and 
Cine Facts (Fountain Press, 2s.6d. each) between them cover direction, 
scripting, camerawork, colour, trick effects, projection, editing, processing, 
acting, cartoon animation, music for films, and stereo, and this is far from 
a complete list. It is impossible here to do more than mention some of the 
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other well-known books in this category: Amateur Movies and How to Make 
Them (1949, Studio Publications, 18s.) a revised edition of the useful little 
book by Alex Strasser; Technique of Film Making by P. Monier (1958, Focal 
Press, 30s.) ; Introduction to Cine by H. A. Postlethwaite (1958, Fountain Press, 
12s.6d.); Special Effects in Cinematography by H. A. V. Bulleid (1954, Fountain 
Press, 22s.6d.); Cine Hints, Tips and Gadgets by D. Davis (1952, Fountain 
Press, 10s.6d.); and Manual of Narrow Gauge Cinematography edited by 
A. Pereira (2nd edition 1952, Fountain Press, 27s.6d.) which is also of interest 
to professional workers in the sub-standard field. 


BOOKS ON TELEVISION 

For those with the necessary background knowledge of electronics 
Television: The Electronics of Image Transmission in Colour and Monochrome 
by V. K. Zworykin and G. A. Morton (2nd edition 1954, Chapman & Hall, 
140s.) is an important and authoritative reference book, over a 1,000 pages 
solidly packed with information. A discussion of the basic field of physics 
material to television is followed by a description of the fundamentals of 
television and the background of developments leading up to the present 
systems; the components of the present day television system, pick-up tube, 
kinescope, video amplifier, scanning generator, etc., are described in detail. 
The fundamental principles and practical problems of colour television are 
dealt with, and a final chapter is given over to the practical aspects of tele- 
vision broadcasting. Television Techniques by Hoyland Bettinger, revised by 
S. Cornberg (1957, Muller, 21s.) is quite a useful textbook of the basic tech- 
niques and tools of the trade involved in television broadcasting, written and 
illustrated from the American viewpoint. Matters dealt with include com- 
position and continuity, video and sound techniques, television writing, 
directing and producing, motion picture integration and television lighting. 
In Electronic Motion Pictures (1955, Cambridge University Press, 37s.6d.) the 
author, Albert Abramson, setting out to show that, as a result of the develop- 
ment of the television camera and picture recording processes, motion 
pictures are changing from a mechanical to an electrical process, has collected 
and synthesised much valuable material on the history and evolution of the 
television camera and of processes for recording the video signal on film and 
magnetic tape. Commercial Television by Wallace S. Sharps (1958, Fountain 
Press, 63s.) is a comprehensive and up-to-date book on commercial television 
in Britain. The Grammar of Television Production by Desmond Davis (1959, 
Barrie & Rockliff, about 15s.) is the first of a series of technical manuals 
produced under the auspices of the Guild of Television Producers and 
Directors, and primarily written for those working in or aiming to work 
in television.

In a very laudable endeavour to bring the Annual, one of the most useful aids to 

literary study, up to date, this three-year volume has been published just a year after 

the single-year volume for 1949. The exertions of the numerous scholars concerned 
with the compilation are noteworthy, particularly as it is observed that a volume 
covering 1953 and 1954 is also almost ready for the press. As in previous volumes, 
the language section is arranged according to subject and the literature section 
chronologically. The coverage of material can be indicated by the statement that the 
volume contains nearly twelve thousand items. (016-82)

THE STRUCTURE OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY SERVICE IN 
ENGLAND AND WALES. Report of the Committee appointed by the 
Minister of Education in September 1957. Ministry of Education. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 3s.6d. 1959. 24°5 cm. 62 pages. Paper covers. 

This Report is already widely known as the “Roberts Report’ (Sir Sydney Roberts 

was Chairman of the Committee). The changes proposed are not sensational but may 

well be far reaching. The Committee recommends that the Minister of Education 

should exercise a general responsibility for the oversight of the public library service 

and should appoint two advisory bodies. It accepts to a considerable extent the 

"y-eals of the Library Association on minimum book stock and funds, makes

recommendations about co-operation between libraries, on staff and premises, 
library charges and library legislation. It specially deals with the position in Wales 
and includes an excellent first chapter on the history of public libraries.  (027°442) 


A GUIDE TO GOVERNMENT LIBRARIES. H.M. Treasury 
(Organisation and Methods Division). 2nd edition. H.M. Stationery Office, 7s.6d. 
1958. 19°5 cm. 148 pages. Index. 

This Guide has been prepared chiefly for the benefit of users outside the government 

departments. It provides brief information and statistics about each library, noting 

particularly the facilities available for consultation and for borrowing. The first 
section comprises librarics normally intended to serve the public and not primarily 
for departmental use, the second deals with libraries which, although intended 
primarily for departmental use, are prepared to make the resources available to the 
serious enquirer, and the third covers libraries where the whole emphasis is on 
departmental use. It is a very valuable reference book for librarians, writers, research 
workers and students. (027-542)

EDUCATION BOOK GUIDE. Vol. IV—19s9. Compiled by the National 
Book League. Councils and Education Press, 14s. 1959. 25 cm. 150 pages. Index. 

The fourth annual issue of this guide to books of all kinds, fiction and non-fiction, 
for children follows almost exactly the pattern of the previous issues, except that the 
use of bold type for titles has been abandoned in favour of capitals. The compilers 
point out that no attempt has been made to assess values and that inclusion in the 
guide does not necessarily imply recommendation. Nevertheless the work is extremely 
useful in revealing to teachers and librarians the range of material suitable for children 
up to the age of eighteen. (028-52)

A GREAT SWISS NEWSPAPER. The Story of the Neue Ziircher 
Zeitung. Elizabeth Wiskemann. Oxford University Press, 18s. 1959. 25°5 cm. 
100 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
An important newspaper inevitably reflects the politics and international influences 
of its period. This account of the Neue Ziircher Zeitung, besides being a beautifully 
produced record of the editorial and typographical changes of the publication itself, 
is thus at the same time a valuable commentary on contemporary affairs from 1780 
onwards as seen from the viewpoint of the Swiss radicals. Professor Wiskemann, 
who is Montague Burton Professor of International Relations in the University of 
Edinburgh, served as Assistant Press Attaché at the British Legation in Berne during 
the Second World War. She has admirably reproduced the correct cultural and 
international setting. (079-494) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


REALITY, REASON AND RELIGION. Arthur Anton Vogel. 
Longmans, 308. 1959. 22°5 cm. 224 pages. Index. 

In this difficult but illuminating and invigorating volume, Dr. Vogel, an American 

theologian, meets the attack by Positivist philosophers on the validity of the meta- 

physical explanation of ourselves and the universe which may be traced back te 

Aristotle. Thus, he believes, can the proper evaluation of metaphysical exp!~-40°" 
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best be introduced to the contemporary mind. Having claborated what is described 
as a ‘balanced existential view of reality’, he relates his conclusions to the philosophy 
of religion with special reference to the problem of free-will and the contention of 
Tillich that the God of the metaphysician is a dead God. (110) 


THE QUESTION OF BEING. Martin Heidegger. Translated from the 
German by William Kluback and Jean T. Wilde. Vision Press, 25s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 
110 pages. 

Heidegger's main metaphysical preoccupation is the relationship between Being, 

construed as the permanent, fundamental reality, and individual existences. In this 

essay he discusses the meaning of this relationship in connection with the concepts 
of power, ontological status, politics and freedom. Both German text and English 
translation (by two Americans) are given here, and are preceded by analytical essays, 
which presuppose a familiarity with the categories of continental existentialist thought. 
With this qualification, the book is suitable for students of philosophy and theology 
as an introduction to Heidegger. (111) 


THE PSYCHOANALYTIC STUDY OF THE CHILD. Vol. XiIIl. 
Managing Editors: Ruth S. Eissler, Anna Freud, Heinz Hartmann and Marianne 
Kris. Imago Publishing Co., 50s. 1959. 23°5 cm. 582 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

This is the current volume of an Anglo-American yearbook needed by any library 

attempting a thorough coverage of reputable psychoanalytic work. Much of it is as 

relevant to adult as to child psychology. This year’s papers are mainly American 

(though some work is contributed by Anna Freud and her colleagues) and include 

clinical case reports, studies of artists, and theories of development in childhood. A 

valuable paper on pain, fear and anxiety exemplifies the growing tendency to relate 

psychoanalytic theory to general psychology, though most of the papers still have 

the rather esoteric quality of writing by analysts for analysts. (131-34) 


MAN OR MATTER. Introduction to a Spiritual Understanding of Nature 
on the Basis of Goethe’s Method of Training Observation and Thought. Ernst 
Lehrs. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. Faber, 42s. 1958. 456 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Index. 

The first English edition of this book was published in 1951. It is a study which 

contains so much that is new and unusual that recognition of its qualities must 

inevitably come slowly. Besides being a student of Goethe, the author is a disciple of 

Rudolf Steiner; but he gives us not an exercise in esoteric mysticism, but a scientific 

analysis of the concept of nature based upon a profound knowledge of biology and 

physics. The original clement lies in its conception of a hierarchy of consciousness 
not unlike that of the Vedanta teaching; for the author believes that man’s neglect of 
the higher stages of his consciousness has produced in him that sense of alienation 
and of Angst which he seems powerless to cure of his own volition. There have been 
few books written on so lofty a theme which appeal on every page to the reader’s 


reason. (149°3) 


THE PATH OF SUBUD. Husein Rofé. Rider, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 192 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 


Subud is a system of religious thought and practice centring round the personality 
of Pak Subuh, a Moslem Indonesian, for whom remarkable powers of healing have 
‘en claimed. At the invitation of John Bennet and other followers of Gurdjieff and 

UsPestey in this country, Subuh has visited England and has disciples here. This

book, which is autobiographical, describes how the author, an Englishman who has 
become a Moslem, came to meet Pak Subuh, and something of what the practice of 
Subud involves; though, as he says, it is not the kind of thing which can be conveyed 
by means of the printed word. (1493) 


THE SENTENCES OF SEXTUS. A Contribution to the History of 
Early Christian Ethics. Henry Chadwick. Cambridge University Press, 30s. 1959. 
22 cm. 206 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. (Texts and Studies. Contributions to 
Biblical and Patristic Literature. Second Series) 

The aphorisms of Sextus are among the more significant literary remains of the 

second century. From the third century they were read by Christians from Britain 

to Mesopotamia, and in four languages. This collection is of importance for the 
history of ethics and sheds light on Christian morality in the second century and that 
of the surrounding world. Professor Chadwick of Oxford in this invaluable addition 
to Texts and Studies provides a critical edition, with notes, of the Greek and Latin 
texts and a series of studies on Sextus’s moral teaching and problems of external and 
internal evidence. (171-1) 


PLATO: AN INTRODUCTION. Paul Friedlander. Translated from the 
German. 2nd edition by Hans Meyerhoff. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 35s. 1958. 
24 cm. 446 pages. Frontispiece. Diagrams. Index. 

The title of this major work of elucidation is an unduly modest one; for what the 

author provides is not a prolegomenon but an exhaustive survey of every aspect of 

Platonism, including the influence it has exerted down to the present day. Even so, 

though compact in itself, it represents the first of three such studies; the others will 

be concerned with the individual dialogues. We are first given a detailed analysis of 
the basic concepts of Platonism, followed by chapters on Plato as geographer, jurist 

(written by Huntington Cairns), physicist and town-planner. There are also chapters 

on the influence of Plato on Schopenhauer, Dilthey, Nietzsche, Heidegger and others. 

The chapter on Plato’s letters is of extreme interest, even though the question of their 

authenticity is still left open. The translation reads easily, and the production is 

excellent. (184) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO WITTGENSTEIN’S TRACTATUS. 
G. E. M. Anscombe. Hutchinson, 1os.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 180 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This introduction is a clear and concise guide to one of the seminal philosophical 

utterances of our time. It traces the relationship of the Tractatus with the work of 

Frege and Russell, analyses Wittgenstein’s arguments and shows the problems the 

picture theory of language was intended to solve. Such an exposition demands the 

use of logical symbols which the author so arranges that their meaning and relevance 

can be grasped by readers hitherto unfamiliar with them. Miss Anscombe is Lecturer 

in Philosophy in the University of Oxford, and a literary executor of Wittgenstein.

ON LOVING GOD and SELECTIONS FROM SERMONS. 
St. Bernard of Clairvaux. Edited by Hugh Martin. $.C.M. Press, 9s.6d. 1959. 
19 cm. 126 pages. (Treasury of Christian Books) 

St. Bernard became the most powerful preacher and Church leader of the 7 2th 
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century in Europe. In spite of his indefatigable labours, he succeeded in engaging in 
much literary work. The present excellent selections, preceded by a brief introduction, 
include one of his shorter works and extracts from the eighty-six sermons on the 
Song of Solomon. These writings bear witness to his knowledge of the Scriptures, 
his characteristic emphasis on humility and gratitude, and the fine combination of 
catholic and evangelical elements in his theology. (223-9) 


THE MAKING OF LUKE—ACTS. Henry J. Cadbury. Reissue. S.P.C.K. 
18s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 398 pages. Index. 
When this work by Professor Henry J. Cadbury of Bryn Mawr College, Pennsyl- 
vania, was first published in 1927, it was recognised to be a contribution of consider- 
able importance. Its aim was to examine the principal factors in the composition of 
‘Luke-Acts’—accessible materials, conventional media of thought and expression, 
and the author’s individuality and conscious purpose—and so present a comprehensive 
picture of the whole literary process. Within the past thirty years, there have been 
numerous studies of Luke and Acts, but since Professor Cadbury has found no cause 
to reverse his earlier judgements, the present edition remains largely unaltered.

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PETER. The Greek Text with Introduction 
and Notes. Edited by Francis Wright Beare. 2nd edition, revised. Blackwell 
(Oxford), 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 226 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The second edition of this scholarly commentary on the Greek text adheres to the 

view maintained in the first edition of 1945 that 1 Peter is a pseudonymous work of 

the post-Apostolic age. While this edition is mainly a reprint, a few notes have been 
added and corrections made, the account of the ancient versions has been largely 
redrafted and there is a summary of recent criticism with a bibliography covering the 

last twelve years. (227-92) 


A NEW QUEST OF THE HISTORICAL JESUS. James M. Robinson. 
S.C.M. Press, 9s.6d. 1959. 21°5 cm. 128 pages. Indexes. Paper covers. (Studies in 
Biblical Theology, No. 25) 

Professor Robinson of Southern California School of Theology in this erudite 

contribution considers that the continuation of the roth century German quest of the 

historical Jesus in French and Anglo-Saxon scholarship should at least be interrupted 
and that a new quest should be undertaken based upon the redisovery of the primitive 
or apostolic gospel and modern methods of historical research. The possibility, 
legitimacy and procedure of a new quest are then considered and suggestions are 
offered for the solution of some typical problems. The text is supported by extensive 
references. (232) 


THE DEATH OF CHRIST. The Cross in New Testament History and 
Faith. John Knox. Collins, 12s.6d. 1959. 21 cm. 192 pages. Indexes. 
This competent and readable book by Professor Knox, of Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, deals with three aspects of its theme: the external circumstances 
of the death of Christ, its meaning for Him and for the early Church. While most 
space is reserved for the consideration of the meaning of the Cross of Jesus, the third 
aspect is held to be more important. The Cross is ‘a central moment in a divine event 
which only the Church remembers’ and for its interpretation the ideas of victory and 
sacrifice are indispensable. Some of the author’s assumptions and judgements will 
doubtless be challenged. (232-3) 
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THE EASTER ENIGMA. An Essay on the Resurrection with special 
reference to the data of Psychical Research. Michael C. Perry. Introduction by 
Austin Farrer. Faber, 21s. 1959. 22°5 cm. 264 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This volume aims at removing unnecessary barriers in the way of the belief in the 

Resurrection. The written evidence, biblical and extra-biblical, is reviewed and after 

surveying various interpretations the author discusses the theory that Christ caused 

the disciples to ‘project an apparition of himself’. The consideration of this possible 
explanation involves a study of psychical phenomena, phantasms of the dead and 
telepathy, in relation to the Resurrection appearances. Dr. Austin Farrer in an 
introduction rightly claims that it is inexcusable for the philosophically-minded 
enquirer to ignore psychical research and this tentative exploration of its relevance is 
therefore to be welcomed. (232-97) 


CORPUS CHRISTI. The Nature of the Church according to the Reformed 
Tradition. Geddes MacGregor. Macmillan, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 312 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The ‘conversations’ between the Church of England and the Church of Scotland 

with a view to closer relations have raised theological issues of far-reaching 

importance. In this volume, Professor MacGregor of Bryn Mawr, U.S.A., examines 
the fundamental principles of the Reformed Churches in order to elucidate the kind 
of continuity which the Church of Scotland believes itself to possess. Those who 
desire to become acquainted with the Presbyterian teaching about the Church, the 
sacraments of baptism and the Eucharist should study this able, illuminating and 
well-documented exposition. It is of interest both to the scholar and the general 
reader. (260) 


THE PAPACY. Wladimir d’Ormesson. Translated from the French by 
Michael Derrick. Burns & Oates, 7s.6d. 1959. 19°5 cm. 142 pages. Bibliography. 
(Faith and Fact Books) 

This is one of a series by scholars of international reputation which, when completed, 

will cover the whole area of modern knowledge in the light of Catholic teaching. 

Each volume, however, is self-contained. In this brief study of an immense subject 

the author establishes the origins of the papacy and gives a short account of it from 

the times of the Apostles to the present day. Count Wladimir d’Ormesson was twice 

Ambassador to the Holy See, and is a member of the Académie Frangaise. (262-13) 


A HISTORY OF THE S.P.C.K. W. K. Lowther Clarke. With an 
Epilogue by F. N. Davey. S.P.C.K., 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations 
(1 in colour). Index. 

Canon Lowther Clarke, who for twenty-cight years was Editorial Secretary of the 

Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge has written a detailed, scholarly and 

attractive history of the society down to 1944. A short epilogue by the present 

director covers more recent developments. In view of the biographies of Thomas 

Bray and Henry Newman, the author wisely isolates the society's chief undertakings 

—the charity schools, the East India mission, the production of religious literature, 

the provision of literature for different classes at home and abroad, work among 

emigrants and the development of bookselling and publishing in the last two 

centuries. (266-342) 


ANGLICAN ATTITUDES. A Study of Victorian Religious Controversies. 
A. O. J. Cockshut. Collins, 16s. 1959. 22 cm. 128 pages. Index. 


During the second half of the 19th century, the authority of the Church of England 
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was challenged by the Gorham case (he was refused a living), Essays and Reviews 
(censure for views on the Bible), and the Colenso (heresy) case. These events illustrate 
important principles affecting the interpretation of Anglican formularies and the 
relation of the established Church to the secular power. They also light up certain 
aspects of the religious and intellectual life of the period. Some of the leading 
personalities in these controversies are vividly presented in these engaging pages and 
the common quest for spiritual authority is seen to drive Cardinal Manning and 
Thomas Huxley into opposite camps. 283-42) 


THE DIVINE UNIVERSE or The Many and the One. A Study of 
Religions and Religion. A Sequel to Civilization in East and West, H. N. Spalding. 
Blackwell (Oxford), tos.6d. 1959. 22-5 cm. 364 pages. Frontispiece. 

IDEAS OF REVELATION. An Historical Study A.D. 1700 to A.D. 1860. 
H. D. McDonald. Macmillan, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 312 pages. Index. 

The aim of the late H. N. Spalding’s volume is to trace man’s pilgrimage from the 

divisions and disharmonies of human experience to ultimate unity. He summons the 

saints and sages of the great religions to his aid and endeavours to show that, in spite 
of many divergencies, there are fundamental agreements in regard to man’s way to 

God and the divine nature. Hence the way of religious progress is by comprehension 

and the solution of the human enigma is found in the promotion of a united front for 

God—a world council of religions. The writer reveals extensive knowledge and wide 

sympathies which sometimes lead him to underestimate the magnitude of the 

differences between the world religions. Dr. McDonald offers an historical treatment 
of ideas of revelation during the vital period A.D. 1700-1860, based on a study of the 
original sources. It is a careful piece of work which submits that Christ is the final 
revelation of God but He is not the Christ of subjective experience nor the Christ of 

‘Church declaration’ but the Christ set forth in the biblical story. The antithesis 

between the objective and subjective approach is well brought out as the author 

traces the opposing doctrines of revelation from the deistic controversy down to the 

works of F. D. Maurice. (291-1) (231-74)

SOCIAL THEORY AND CHRISTIAN THOUGHT. A Study of 
some Points of Contact. Collected Essays around a Common Theme. Werner 
Stark. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 262 pages. Index. 
In this volume of essays, all of which have previously appeared in various journals, 
the author, who is Reader in the History of Economic Thought in Manchester 
University, first brings to light the sociological ideas embedded in the writings of 
Augustine, Pascal, Kierkegaard and Newman and then discusses the theological 
conceptions implicit in the teaching of such secular thinkers as Scheler, Bergson and 
Meinecke. He might well be encouraged in view of the high quality of these essays 
to do something more than what he modestly describes as a few preliminary sketches 
of the mutual relation of sociology and theology. (301) 


THE CHANGING SOCIAL STRUCTURE OF ENGLAND AND 
WALES, 1871-1951. David C. Marsh. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 28s. 1958. 
22-5 cm. 280 pages. Index. (International Library of Sociology and Social Recon- 
struction) 

This statistical review by the Professor of Social Science in the University of 

Nottingham provides an excellent factual basis for further studies of social develop- 
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ment. It gives full data, readily understood without a knowledge of statistical 
techniques, relating to changes in the population, including sex, age and marital 
distribution, the family, regional variations in composition and distribution, and 
industrial and occupational distribution. Further chapters deal with social classes and 
educational opportunities, the distribution of wealth and the changing patterns of 
social problems. The book is assured of the success achieved by the author’s National 
Insurance and Assistance in Great Britain. (301 *40942) 


CITY LIFE IN JAPAN. A Study of a Tokyo Ward. R. P. Dore. Routledge 
& Kegan Paul, 45s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 482 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
(International Library of Sociology and Social Reconstruction) 

This is not a travel book but a serious investigation on the lines of the various social 

surveys of British and American towns. The author, who is now a lecturer in the 

University of British Columbia, lived in a Tokyo ward during 1951, and is to be 

congratulated on the care and zeal with which he has placed on record for western 

readers a mass of detail not previously available to them. Housing, incomes and 
expenditures, health and security, the family system, education, leisure activities and 
religion are all included, and are usefully illustrated by statistical tables and diagrams.

WALTER BAGEHOT. A Study of his Life and Thought together with a 
Selection from his Political Writings. Norman St. John-Stevas. Eyre & Spottis- 
woode, 36s. 1959. 22 cm. $02 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
A study of Walter Bagehot (1826-77) that presents a vivid portrait of the most acute 
and versatile expositor of his age. The first part marks as the chief formative factors 
in Bagehot’s life: beneficent parental interest, his own countryside, the scope of his 
brilliant academic attainments, and his entering the family banking business, which 
“gave him time to write’. Many extracts show with what distinction and ease he 
wrote on economics, politics, religion and a wide range of literature. The second 
part consists of essays, extracts from Bagehot’s work and the whole of his famous 
The English Constitution, analysed to show Bagchot’s political thought. This out- 
standing volume, illustrating Bagehot’s easy style, originality, wit and common 
sense, should establish him, as he deserves, with the present generation. (320) 


OPPRESSION AND LIBERTY. Simone Weil. Translated from the 
French by Arthur Wills and John Petrie. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 204 pages. 

As more and more of the writings of Simone Weil are made public, the profundity 

of her genius is amply confirmed. The wonder is that a woman who died at thirty- 

four could have committed so much to paper. Like those which will succeed it, this 
volume is a collection of miscellaneous articles and notes; but the common theme of 
social justice unites them. The first essay, one of her earliest, was composed at the 
time of her active engagement in politics and industrial work; the last section consists 
of reflections on Marxism noted down shortly before her death. The comment is 
shrewd, often mordant; dialectical materialism is regarded as an idea of ‘almost 
impenetrable emptiness’. (320-4) 


EUROPEAN POLITICS IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA. Colin Leys. 
Oxford University Press, 42s. 1959. 22 cm. 336 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
European settlement in Southern Rhodesia began under the British South Africa 
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Company in 1890 and in 1923 political power was transferred to an electorate almost 
entirely composed of Europeans. With the formation of the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland in 1953 Southern Rhodesian politics began to affect the two neighbour- 
ing territories. This detailed study examines the structure of government and the 
nature of the European population which it largely represents. Interests and pressure 
groups, political parties, and the working of the electoral system 1956-8 are con- 
sidered. A final chapter on political ideas discusses in particular the attitude of the 
European to the African and in his conclusion the author expresses misgivings at the 
possible extension of the attitude of mind of the settler community to the other parts 
of the Federation. (320-96891) 


DOCUMENTS ON BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY 1919-1939. 
Edited by Rohan Butler and J. P. T. Bury. First Series, Vol. VIII, International 
Conferences on High Policy, 1920. H.M. Stationery Office, 80s. 1959. 24°5 cm. 
924 pages. 

Together with Volume VII in the same series this volume completes the publication 

of the British secretaries’ minutes of international conferences and conversations on 

high policy held during 1920. Nine such conferences were held between April and 

December: three at Hythe, two at Boulogne and one each at San Remo, Brussels, 

Spa and London. Although these conferences were primarily intended for the 

discussion of points concerning the peace treaties, events were moving swiftly and 

many other important topics were also considered. (327-42) 


GERMANY AND WORLD POLITICS IN THE TWENTIETH 
CENTURY. Ludwig Dehio. Translated from the German by Dieter Pevsner. 
Chatto & Windus, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 142 pages. 

The articles collected here are of some permanent importance for their evaluation of 

German imperialist thinking. The first stresses ‘the daemonic nature of German 

aspirations to hegemony’. The second discusses the views of Ranke and his later 

disciples on the prospect of Germany’s inheriting the power that should fall from 

Britain’s hands. No small part of the German catastrophes was due to the way their 

historians interpreted the world situation, and the third article shows the intensification 

and distortion of German imperialist thought between 1900 and 1918. The last two 
contributions, which were intended for a less specialist public, suggest that the 

Versailles Treaty might now be judged less emotionally by the Germans and 

emphasise the danger that would arise from a resurgent national particularism. Some 

indication of the direction in which German political thought may be moving may 

be gleaned from Professor Dehio’s thoughtful arguments. (327-43) 


HONOURABLE MEMBERS. A Study of the British Backbencher. 
Peter G. Richards. Faber, 30s. 1959. 22*5 cm. 286 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Dr. Richards, who is Lecturer in Government in the University of Southampton and 
author of Delegation in Local Government, deals in this book with the hitherto neglected 
subject of the rank and file member of Parliament and his potential influence on public 
affairs. Concentrating on the period since 1945, he looks into matters of constitutional 
importance such as the influence of pressure groups, the effectiveness of the Whips, 
and the crucial question of whether the individual member serves as a delegate or a 
representative of his constituency. The book is well written and is of both academic 
and practical interest. (328-42)

A NEW PROSPECT OF ECONOMICS. An Introductory Textbook 
by Members of the Staff of the Department of Economics in the University of 
Liverpool. Francis E. Hyde (Chairman of the Group). G. L. S. Shackle (Editor).

Index. 
The joint efforts of these two eminent professors of economics and eight colleagues 
have provided a textbook which will smooth away many of the difficulties of first 
and second year students and which is at the same time enjoyable to read. It covers 
the main branches of economic theory—scope and method, value, money, employ- 
ment, international trade, and so on—and goes on to discuss such practical issues as 
government intervention in economic affairs. A useful chapter on sources of statistical 
information gives, as well as the main government and other sources, the precautions 
to be taken in using them. (330) 


THE KEYNESIAN THEORY OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. 
Kenneth K. Kurihara. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 220 pages. Bibliography.

The contributions of J. M. Keynes (1883-1946) to the theory of economic develop- 

ment continue to arouse high-level discussion, and Professor Kurihara, of Rutgers 

University, U.S.A., has already produced a general survey of them in his Introduction 

to Keynesian Dynamics. In this new work he extends the theories of Keynes to the 

problems of underdeveloped countries, beginning by examining the fundamental 
requirements of economic growth, discussing by the way the growth theories of 

Harrod, Domar and Joan Robinson and going onto questions of technology, 

unemployment, redistribution, money, public finance and foreign trade. Some 

knowledge of Keynesian economics and elementary mathematics is assumed.

The author, who is Senior Lecturer in Economics in the University of Hong Kong, 

has already published two studies relating to the economic life of the colony and in 

this important volume he examines the remarkable changes in the post-war period, 
during which the entrepét trade (mainly with China), which was its chief activity 
before the war, has been replaced by trade with a much wider range of customers 
and a great expansion of manufacturing industries. The book falls into two main 
portions; The Entrepét Economy discusses the past, present and future of this 
traditional source of Hong Kong’s income and in The Industrial Revolution the major 
post-war expansion is described. The text is supplemented by a statistical appendix 
containing forty-six tables. (330-95125) 


INDIAN ECONOMY SINCE INDEPENDENCE. H. Venkatasubbiah.

This book, issued under the auspices of the Institute of Pacific Relations, is by the 

author of The Structural Basis of Indian Economy and other works, who, having worked 

as an economic journalist for many years, is now industrial correspondent at New 

Delhi of The Hindu, Madras. It is an overall description of India’s political and 

economic development since 1947, giving detailed information, with statistical 
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tables, on the country’s government, the land question, public and private enterprise, 
foreign trade, public finance and planning. The work is one of the most factual 
which has appeared on recent developments. (330°954) 


THE WELFARE STATE IN NEW ZEALAND. J. B. Condliffe. 
Allen & Unwin, 35s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 396 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Index. 
As Professor of Economics in the University of Canterbury the author acquired a 
wide knowledge of New Zealand economic and social affairs, which he has brought 
up to date by a visit to the country as Consultant to the Reserve Bank. The present 
book supplements his recently reissued historical work New Zealand in the Making, 
and is mainly concerned with measuring and documenting the events from 1935, 
when the Labour Party began to carry out its social and economic programme, to 
1957. It is a full and reliable record of large-scale growth in population, industry and 
social security.

CONTRABAND CARGOES. Seven Centuries of Smuggling. Neville 
Williams. Longmans, 25s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 314 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography.

The imposition of the first customs duty in England, in 1275, gave the impetus to a 

form of crime which, during the centuries, has varied between adventurous and 

somewhat light-hearted —_ to elude the revenue officers and a highly organised 
system of fraud. This delightful book for the general reader or the historian, by an 
assistant keeper in the Public Record Office, describes with a wealth of anecdote the 
early illicit dealings in wool, tea, spirits and tobacco; it ends with accounts of large- 
scale contraband dealings in opium, arms, liquor, drugs and diamonds. _—_ (336-268) 


THE RHONDDA VALLEYS. A Study in Industrial Development, 1800 
to the Present Day. E. D. Lewis. Phoenix House, 25s. 1959. 25°5 cm. 326 pages.

In arranging for the publication of this work the Borough of Rhondda has sponsored 

an important contribution to the economic history of South Wales. The coal 

resources of the Rhondda Valleys have led to large-scale industrial and social 
developments which have not hitherto received the notice they deserve, but which 
are here described with due attention to the history of bituminous and steam coal 
working and subsidiary industries, transport, labour relations and the life of the 
people. The book is enlarged from the author’s thesis presented in the University of 
Wales, and is well documented from manuscript and other sources. — (338-09429) 


BLACK DYKE MILLS. A History. With Introductory Chapters on the 
Development of the Worsted Industry in the Nineteenth Century. Eric M. 
Sigsworth. Liverpool University Press (Liverpool), 35s. 1958. 24 cm. 404 pages.

This is a singularly impressive history of an industrial firm, that of Messrs. John 

Foster and Son, Ltd., Yorkshire woollen manufacturers. Mr. Sigsworth, who is 

Lecturer in Economic History in the University of Leeds, has produced from the 

original records and correspondence a readable and sometimes fascinating account 

of the development of the organisation from the small family concern of 1819 to 
the fully established limited liability company of 1891. Besides illustrating the known 
facts on working conditions and technical changes in the woollen industry, it throws 
new light on special aspects, such as the trade in alpaca and mohair. —_(338-4767731) 
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THE RISE OF THE BRITISH RUBBER INDUSTRY DURING 
THE NINETEENTH CENTURY. William Woodruff. Liverpool 
University Press (Liverpool), 35s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 264 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams, 
Maps. Index. 

The rubber industry has so far received little attention from the economic historian. 

Professor Woodruff, Head of the Department of Economic History in the University 

of Melbourne, has done much to remedy the deficiency in this well-documented 

book. Although he claims to have covered in detail only the rise of the industry in 
the West Country during the second half of the 19th century, particularly as seen in 
the documents of the Moulton Company, he gives a broad survey of the whole 
history, beginning with the activities of Charles Macintosh, Charles Goodyear, 
Thomas Hancock, Stephen Moulton and others. (338-47678) 


PUBLIC ENTERPRISE AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. 
A. H. Hanson. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 42s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 500 pages. Index. 
First-hand experience of nationalised concerns in Turkey while serving as Director 
of Research in the Public Administration Institute for Turkey and the Middle East, 
in Ankara, led the author to this full-scale enquiry into the scope and organisation of 
public enterprise in underdeveloped countries. His book, which uses Turkey, Mexico 
and India as the basis of discussion, gives students a clear insight into the problems in- 
volved and the administrative machinery appropriate to the various types of develop- 
ment corporation. Mr. Hanson, who is now Reader in Public Administration in the 
University of Leeds, is the author of Financing Local Government. (338-01) 


POWER AT THE TOP. A Critical Survey of the Nationalized Industries. 
Clive Jenkins. MacGibbon & Kee, 21s. 1959. 20°5 cm. 292 pages. Index. 
As a trade union officer who has specialised in negotiations and joint consultations 
in nationalised industries Mr. Jenkins has decided views on the constitution of those 
industries. His object in this challenging book is to show that the purpose of the 
Labour Party in nationalising industry, that economic power should be transferred 
from privileged groups to the community, has been frustrated, and that the class 
relationships which existed in the private-enterprise firms have continued unchanged 
in the new organisations. In support of his argument he offers detailed information on 
the part-time board members of the nationalised industries who are directors of

UNINCORPORATED NON-PROFIT ASSOCIATIONS: Their 
Property and Their Liability. Harold A. J. Ford. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1959. 
22 cm. 174 pages. Index. 
This is a critical and comparative study of legal decisions in Anglo-American juris- 
dictions concerning unincorporated associations such as societies and clubs not 
organised for profit. The author first deals with dispositions of property toassociations 
by non-testamentary and by testamentary means. He then sets out to determine 
whether there is any theory on which an unincorporated association may be held liable 
for harm suffered as a result of group activity. He considers the member’s personal 
liability under agency and under indemnification, the position of the injured stranger, 
and the liability of the Common Fund through “class action’ procedure and where a 
suit against the association is authorised under statute. Finally, there is a chapter on the 
liability of the Common Fund and the theory of juristic entities. (340°5) 
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EXPROPRIATION IN PUBLIC INTERNATIONAL LAW. B. A. 
Wortley. Cambridge University Press, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 188 pages. Indexes. (Cambridge 
Studies in International and Comparative Law, V1) 

Expropriation, the removal by the state of property of any kind, gives rise to legal 

problems, especially when the owner so deprived is a foreign power or the national 

of a foreign power. In this important new work, the Professor of International Law 
and Jurisprudence in the University of Manchester attempts to provide a systematic 
consideration of the general problems of confiscation, expropriation, and nationalisa- 
tion. He deals with the nature of expropriation, expropriation with adequate compen- 
sation, confiscation in the public interest, diplomatic claims arising out of seizures of 
property, claims to property as the basis of diplomatic protests and of claims for 
restitution, claims based on alleged misuse of the power of expropriation, and the duty 
to make adequate compensation. (341) 


SOCIAL CHANGE IN THE LAW OF TRUSTS. G. W. Keeton. 
Pitman, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 136 pages. Index. 
The author, who is Professor of English Law, University College, London, republishes 
a collection of important articles which have appeared since 1945 in various legal 
publications. They deal with some of the problems created in the law of trusts by 
recent social changes in England. There are chapters on the selection of trustees, trustee 
investments, the Duke of Norfolk’s case and the perpetuity rule, the will of Peter 
Thellusson, remoulding beneficial interests in trusts, the position of the director as 
trustee, the charity muddle (the Diplock case), the Nathan Report and charities and, 
finally, a contribution on the Diplock Case and the underpaid beneficiary. (347) 


DIGEST OF LAW OF CONTRACT AND TORT. A. J. Polland. 
Batsford, 37s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 352 pages. Index. 

This new publication will be useful for students preparing for examinations in English 

Common Law and for professional use by, for instance, architects, surveyors and 

estate agents. The work is in the form of a digest and each topic is divided into sections, 

sub-sections and, if necessary, further divisions. The main branches of the law of 

contracts and torts can thus be easily ascertained. (347) 


PALMER’S COMPANY LAW. 20th edition by Clive M. Schmitthoff 
and T. P. E. Curry. Stevens & Sons, 126s. 1959. 25 cm. 1,362 pages. Index. 
This well-established treatise on English company law, first published in 1898, has been 
extensively rewritten and brought up to date by the editors and their associates since 
the last edition in 1949. It deals, after an introductory part, with the formation of a 
company, its activities, share capital and debentures, membership, administration, re- 
organisation and winding-up of the company, with special kinds of companies and 
other forms of business associations, and with tax law. Ten appendices give statutory 
provisions and other regulations. (347°7) 


BULLEN & LEAKE’S PRECEDENTS OF PLEADINGS in the 
Queen’s Bench Division of the High Court of Justice. 11th edition edited by L. L. 
Loewe. Consulting Editors: R. F. Burnand and I. H. Jacob. Sweet & Maxwell, 
1478S. 1959. 25°§ cm. 1,386 pages. Index. (The Common Law Library, No. 5) 

This is the standard work of practice covering all aspects of litigation in civil matters 

in the Queen’s Bench Division of the High Court of Justice. It was first published in 

1860 and since the roth edition in 1950 the editors have, in addition to bringing it 
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up to date, made extensive alterations in layout. The eleven sections contain 227 
precedents of documents with full directions regarding procedure, annotations and 
references to precedents. The editor is a barrister-at-law and the two consulting 
editors are Masters of the Supreme Court. (347-92) 


THE HIGH COURT OF CHIVALRY. A Study of the Civil Law in 
England. G. D. Squibb. Oxford University Press, 42s. 1959. 22 cm. 328 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This book, based on records recently brought to light, will clearly become a standard 

work, It traces the origin of the Court of Chivalry in the 14th century and follows its 

subsequent development with special reference to the civilian lawyers (as opposed to 
the common lawyers) who practised in it. After chapters on the origins of medieval 
jurisdiction of the courts come six on its history over the period 1485 to 1737, then 
an account of the ‘dormant years’, 1737 to 1954, and a chapter on the common 

lawyers’ first case, the hearing of a petition from the Manchester Corporation in 1954. 

Other chapters deal with the personnel of the court and its post-medieval jurisdiction, 

the law of arms, the court’s procedure and appeals therefrom. (347-9942)

KNOW YOUR MINISTRY. A Description of Government Departments 
whose Operations affect the Conduct of Business. Revised and reprinted from 
The Midland Bank Review.

These articles, which appeared from August 1956 to August 1958, attracted much 
enthusiastic comment and a widespread desire among business people and others that 
they should be brought up to date and printed together. They describe the organisa- 
tion and activities principally of the Treasury, the Board of Trade, the Ministry of 
Agriculture, the Ministry of Labour and the Post Office, with brief comments on the 
Ministry of Transport, the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, the 
Ministry of Pensions and National Insurance, the Public Works Loan Board and other 
departments whose work affects the business life of Great Britain.

This is a much needed guide to the departments, branches, boards, commissions, 

agencies, etc. of the government of Canada.

The history, pertinent statutes and functions of each body 

are very briefly noted. Names of higher officials are included. Organisation charts, an 

index of names, and one of departments are very useful. It is hoped that the informa- 

tion in this book will be kept up to date by supplements or new editions. (35471) 


Criminology Juvenile Delinquency 

CHILDREN AND THE LAW. F. T. Giles. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1959. 
18 cm. 158 pages. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

This new work, by the experienced Chief Clerk of the Clerkenwell Magistrates’ 

Court, will be of real use to lawyers, justices of the peace, social workers and parents. 

The author describes the procedure of an English juvenile court and the various 

courses open to it for dealing with delinquents, such as remand homes, probation 
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orders and approved schools. Later, he attempts an assessment of the work of juvenile 
courts and a general consideration of juvenile delinquency and the future. The final 
chapters deal with the protection of children, guardianship, destitute children and 
their adoption.

THE USE OF IMAGINATION. Educational Thought and the Literary 
Mind. William Walsh. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 252 pages. Index. 

An original and cogently argued book which explores the idea of education both of 
the child and the adult and reviews the contributions made to this idea by a number 
of Romantic and modern writers and by later developments in educational and 
psychological theory. Coleridge’s view of the vital functions of the imagination in 
childhood and adult life is examined in detail and Professor Walsh goes on to discuss 
the educative process, among poets in the work of Wordsworth and Keats, Yeats and 
Eliot, among novelists Mark Twain, Henry James and D. H. Lawrence, and among 
critics Matthew Arnold and Dr. Leavis. His style is as lucid as it is vigorous and 
although his conclusions relate to educational rather than critical thought his opinions 
are reinforced by plenty of sound practical criticisms. His book should prove of 
exceptional interest to many students and teachers besides those of literature. (370-1) 


PSYCHOLOGY AND TEACHING. H. S. N. McFarland. Harrap, 10s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 232 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. McFarland, who is Lecturer in Education in the University of St. Andrews, 

writes clearly and concisely on educational psychology for the student and the in- 

experienced teacher. The first part of his book is concerned with the psychology of 

the learning process, while the second deals more generally with the pattern of human 

development.

EDUCATION COMMITTEES YEAR BOOK, 1958-59. Councils and 
Education Press, 32s.

Prepared by Education, the official organ of the Association of Education Committees, 
this year book lists the officers of the Committees, the members of the Central 
Ad visory Councils, the County Council and County Borough Education Committees, 
the Burnham Committees and staff of the Ministry of Education. There are sections 
dealing with educational research, universities and training colleges and colleges and 
institutes of adult education in Great Britain. The present issue continues the expansion 
of the section on education in industry, and new features include a list of cultural and 
educational attachés of foreign powers and a select list of educational journals with 
their publishers.

TO SIR, WITH LOVE. E. R. Braithwaite. Bodley Head, 13s.6d. 1959. 
20 cm. 188 pages. 
Mr. Braithwaite, a British Guianese, held a war-time R.A.F. commission, but found 
on demobilisation that British firms would neither recruit a Negro to a responsible 
position, nor employ him in a post below his capacities. He therefore returned to 
teaching and describes here his work at a reputedly difficult London County Council 
school. It is an admirable book, modest but uncompromising, keenly aware of the 
difficulties and hypocrises which may arise in such a situation, but written entirely 


without rancour. It is not surprising that he wonthe respect and affection of an excep- 
tionally unruly class. (371°)

THE HEALTH OF THE SCHOOL CHILD. Fifty years of the School 
Health Service. Report of the Chief Medical Officer of the Ministry of Education 
for the years 1956 and 1957. H.M. Stationery Office, 10s.6d. 1959. 24°5 cm. 222 pages. 
Illustrations. Paper covers. 

This important survey for those in any climate concerned with the organisation and 

administration of health services for children, and also for epidemiologists and 

statisticians, reviews the position of the school health services between 1908 and 1957, 

compares the health of children in the early and later years, and outlines the scope of 

present-day services with regard to hygiene, treatment and special education. Physical 
and mental handicaps are fully dealt with, and special chapters are devoted to visual 
and hearing defects, tuberculosis, child guidance, accidents and school dentistry. 

Of special interest is the discussion of growth and nutrition, giving figures for four 

3-year periods between 1922 and 1957, in which attention is drawn to the increase in 

height and weight, and earlier maturation. (371-7) 


TRENDS IN ENGLISH ADULT EDUCATION. Edited by S. G. 
Raybould. Heinemann, 21s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 272 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This symposium will give the overseas reader a clear conception of the past achieve- 
ments and present aims of the several bodies working in English adult education. The 
Workers Educational Association, the universities, the local authorities, residential 
colleges, voluntary societies whose activities include education, and educational broad- 
casting are described by contributors who know their subjects at first hand. Present 
controversies on the aim and purpose of the work, on the desirability of university 
standards, and on voluntary versus official provision are explained. (374-0942)

CHINESE WOMEN SPEAK. Dymphna Cusack. Angus & Robertson 
(Sydney, Australia and London), 25s. : 21s. 1958/59. 23 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. 
Australian school-teacher, dramatist and novelist, Dymphna Cusack, has selected 
material from extensive interviews and observations during her eighteen months’ 
visit to China, to illustrate the transformation in the lives of women as the prejudices 
of several thousand years are uprooted. Women from various age groups and occupa- 
tions—factory-workers, housewives, a Premier’s wife, directors of co-operatives, 
former prostitutes, and beggars—tell their own stories, presenting a vivid record of 
human growth which is also a valuable contribution to Chinese social history.

NOBLESSE OBLIGE. An Enquiry into the Identifiable Characteristics of 
the English Aristocracy. Alan S. C. Ross and others. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1959. 
18 cm. 108 pages. Illustrations by Osbert Lancaster. Paper covers. 

Three years ago Professor A. S. C. Ross, a philologist, published an essay on the 

linguistic usages, spoken and written, which he believed to differentiate the English 

upper classes from the rest of the population, a distinction summed up in the terms 

U and non-U, The subject excited extraordinary interest and a series of articles 

followed in much lighter vein, disputing or amplifying his conclusions. These now 

form an extremely entertaining collection. To the original series by Professor Ross, 

Nancy Mitford and Evelyn Waugh have been added an article by Strix, a parody of 
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the whole topic by Christopher Sykes and a poem by John Betjeman. Osbert 
Lancaster's drawings lend admirable point to the controversy. (428-3) 


THE STUDY OF GREEK INSCRIPTIONS. A. G. Woodhead. Cambridge 
University Press, 22s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 152 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The author is a Lecturer in Classics in the University of Cambridge. His book will be 
extremely useful to students of Classics and Ancient History and will also appeal to 
non-specialists with an intelligent interest in epigraphy. All essential aspects of the 
subject are succinctly but clearly explained—Greek alphabetical development, the 
various styles of inscription, their classification and dating, methods of restoring and 
reproducing them, and take their place in art history. There is also a list of epigraphic 
publications and a chapter of miscellaneous information for the reader of inscriptions. 
A liberal provision of notes is assembled at the end of the book, and there is a compre- 
hensive index. (481-7) 


PURE SCIENCE 


THE LOGIC OF SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERY. Karl R. Popper. 
Hutchinson, 50s. 1959. 23°5 cm. 480 pages. Index. 
There is Professor Popper’s own translation of his Logik der Forschung, which was 
published in Vienna in 1934 and remains one of the most important books on the 
analysis of scientific theories. The author has kept strictly to the 1934 original, but 
makes his present position clear by means of footnotes and extensive appendices. 
He believes that those who try to base science on inductive reason are on the wrong 
track. No number of individual confirmations can ever verify a theory. What makes 
a theory scientific is its potential falsifiability: the greater the possibility of showing a 
theory to be false, the greater its value if it comes through the tests unscathed, while 
a better theory will result if experiment shows it to be false. On this basis he develops 
theories of probability and corroboration which many will find illuminating, and of 
which those opposing schools will have to take note. (sor-8) 


Mathematics 
TEACH YOURSELF ARITHMETIC. L. C. Pascoe. English Universities 
Press, 7s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 248 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Teach Yourself Books) 

This is a useful book, by a schoolmaster, for those who wish to gain a working know- 
ledge of arithmetic without the guidance of a teacher. Beginning with the simplest 
operations, the author goes on to explain factors, fractions, weights and measures, 
decimal and metric system, proportions and averages, percentages, graphs, elementary 
mensuration, logarithms, interest (simple and compound), income tax, stock exchange 
transactions, etc. There is a short chapter on computing machines and the binary scale. 
Numerous examples (with answers) are given throughout the book. ($11)

logy and social science, e.g. Boolean algebra is applied to electrical networks. There 
are numerous examples for the student to work and suggestions for further reading.

THE INDIVIDUAL AND THE UNIVERSE. The BBC Reith Lectures 

1958. A. C. B. Lovell. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 120 pages, 
This is the text of the six Reith lectures broadcast in the autumn of 1958 by Professor 
Lovell, an international authority on radio-astronomy and Director of the Jodrell 
Bank Experimental Station which houses the world’s largest radio-telescope. He des- 
cribes the development and present state of our knowledge of the structure of the 
universe and gives various astronomers’ theories about its origin, stressing the part 
that the radio-telescope can play in providing new information. This small book, 
written in non-technical language, can be recommended as an interesting introduction 
to the subject of cosmogony. (520) 


THE STRUCTURE AND EVOLUTION OF THE UNIVERSE. 
An Introduction to Cosmology. 2nd edition, revised. G. J. Whitrow. Hutchinson, 
21s.

The present edition has been revised and considerably enlarged to include material 

made available since 1949, particularly knowledge obtained by the use of the Mount 

Palomar 200-inch reflector and the new techniques of radio astronomy. A number of 

errors in the first edition have been corrected, and a new chapter on the structure 

of galaxies reflects the increased attention now being paid to theoretical studies of 
world evolution. The book is intended for the layman with a good general back-

STARS OF THE SOUTHERN HEAVENS. James Nangle. Revised and 
enlarged by Harley Wood, with a chapter on Radio Astronomy by F. J. Kerr. 
4th edition. Angus & Robertson, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Maps. Index. 

This book, by a former Government Astronomer of New South Wales, and edited 

and revised by the present one, shows the observer in the southern hemisphere what 

he can see in the night sky. The first chapters provide a general introduction and back- 
ground information on the different characteristics of stars, spectral classification, the 
planets of our own system (a chapter completely rewritten for this edition), galaxies, 
the constellations, and star catalogues. A new chapter on radio-astronomy has been 
added. The last six chapters give simple star maps for each two-month period of the 
year with textual information on the various star groups and special features. The whole 
is an excellent introduction to astronomic observation for the amateur. (523-8)

PLANE AND GEODETIC SURVEYING. Vol. 1. Plane Surveying. 
The late David Clark. sth edition, revised and enlarged by James Clendinning.

A new edition of a well-known and valuable textbook. It is meritorious for its careful 
and detailed description of field methods and the associated instruments. Much of the 
revision has consisted of modernising the instrument descriptions and the chapter 
bibliographies from the 1946 edition. The body of the text has not greatly changed 
otherwise except in the discussion on curves and in the appendices, especially in that 
on instruments. Unfortunately textual amendments are not everywhere consistent 
with changes in content.

AN APPROACH TO MODERN PHYSICS. E. N. da C. Andrade. 
2nd edition, revised and enlarged. Bell, 27s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 264 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Index. 
The second edition, appearing three years after the first, has been brought up to date 
by the inclusion of such topics as parity, Cerenkov radiation, nuclear fusion, and 
isotopes. The book touches on most fields of experimental and theoretical physics, 
special attention being given to those topics which have advanced rapidly during 
recent years. An historical approach is discernible throughout. The treatment is 
descriptive and non-mathematical, the standard of presentation very high and the 
style attractive and elegant. The author is well known for his powers of clearly and 
lucidly presenting difficult topics to the non-specialist and even to the non-technical 
reader, and in this book this ability is fully demonstrated. (530) 


MATTER, EARTH, AND SKY. George Gamow. Macmillan, 50s. 1959. 
23°5 cm. 608 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
Professor Gamow, well known both as physicist and as writer of books for the 
intelligent general reader on physics, astronomy, cosmology, and related topics, deals 
here with topics from the whole range of these subjects. With space limitations 
necessitating selection of material, there is a marked emphasis on topical matters, 
including rockets, atomic energy, fusion reactions, etc. The book is divided into three 
sections, the first dealing with the classical physics of everyday objects, the second with 
the knowledge of very small particles including molecular physics and chemistry, 
atomic physics and related topics, and the third with very large items such as the earth, 
astronomy, cosmology, and the theory of relativity. The work is both lucid and 
interesting, and should interest a wide public. (530) 


RELATIVITY FOR THE LAYMAN. A Simplified Account of the 
History, Theory, and Proofs of Relativity. James A. Coleman. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations by the author. Index. Paper covers. 
(Pelican Books) 

This is a book for those with little or no previous training in mathematics, physics or 

astronomy. The author is an associate professor of physics at the American Inter- 

national College at Springfield, Mass. He gives an interesting account of the historical 
background, as well as of the experimental and observational tests of both the special 
and the general theory. He also discusses briefly the extensions to cosmology and to

The field of liquid helium is of major interest to theoretical and experimental physicists. 
Professor Atkins (University of Pennsylvania and formerly at the Mond Laboratory) 
has written a monograph in which progress in the study of liquid helium is thoroughly 
reviewed. He presents a detailed survey of experimental results and a sound exposition 
of the current theoretical standpoint. After a discussion of the liquefaction of helium 
and its equilibrium properties there is a theoretical discussion of the liquid state. 
Thermohydrodynamics and first and second sound receive careful treatment. The 
book concludes with interesting chapters on helium films, helium three and He3-He* 
mixtures.

ASPECTS OF THE ORGANIC CHEMISTRY OF SULPHUR. 
Frederick Challenger. Butterworth, 40s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 262 pages. Diagrams.

In this volume in a new series Professor Challenger has drawn on much personal 

experience in the field to review six selected topics, most of which are concerned with 

compounds of natural origin and are of biological interest. The chapters cover simple 

organic compounds of sulphur, natural sulphonium compounds, sulphur compounds 

of petroleum and other natural oils (this includes coal tar), the natural mustard oil 

glucosides, biological methylation, co-enzyme.. With its extensive bibliography and 

good index, this should prove a useful book. (547-46) 


PREPARATION OF SINGLE CRYSTALS. W. D. Lawson and 
S. Nielsen. Butterworth, 45s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
(Semi-conductor Monographs) 4 

Single crystals of metals and of semi-conductors have become important in recent 

years in the study of the theory of the solid state and in instrumental applications. The 

authors of this book, both members of the Royal Radar Establishment, write from 
first-hand experience, dealing with all the principal methods now in use for growing, 
examining, and analysing single crystals, as well as a sufficiently wide range of theory 
to help the reader understand most of the theoretical advances and instrumental 
developments now being made. The many diagrams are unusually well devised and 
printed. The book is well documented and indexed. (548-85)

This is a history of the earth from its creation to the end of the Palacolithic period, 

based on the most recent results of modern scientific research. The author, who is a 

distinguished German scholar, writes with a true appreciation of the wonder and 

mystery of evolution so that his long and detailed survey of a vast field of knowledge 

becomes an absorbing story which will appeal as much to the layman as to the 

scientist who wishes to clarify his perspective. The translation has been skilfully done, 

the book is well illustrated and there is a useful list of references for further reading.

There is already a considerable literature on the palacolithic paintings in the under- 
ground cave at Lascaux, Dordogne (S. West France) discovered as recently as 1940. 
Miss Laming’s contribution gives a concise, balanced and critical survey of the 
Lascaux cave and an up-to-date assessment of the various theories which have been 
put forward to explain these paintings. She emphasises the incomplete state of existing 
studies and indicates the lines which future investigation might profitably take. 
Altogether this is an absorbing book, not too technical for the general reader, but 
written with authority by a French archaeologist who is the author of several other 
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books. It is the first volume of a series designed to ‘cover a number of important 
themes related to the Paleolithic period’. ($71°72)

CASTE AND COMMUNICATION IN AN INDIAN VILLAGE. 
D. N. Majumdar. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), 33s.6d. 1958. 22-5 cm.

The numerous anthropological writings of Professor Majumdar, who is head of the 
Department of Anthropology in Lucknow University, are of international renown. 
This latest work, based on intensive field work by trained staff, is of sociological as 
well as anthropological importance. It is a detailed study of the multi-case village of 
Mohana, ten miles from Lucknow, and therefore of unusual interest as being within 
reach of town influences. Inter-caste and family relations, religion, life cycle rituals, 
recreation, and agricultural and other aspects of the village economy are only a few 
of the many topics which come under review. (572-954)

HISTOCHEMICAL TECHNIQUE. W. G. Bruce Casselman. Methuen, 
18s. 1959. 19 cm. 206 pages. References. Bibliography. Indexes. (Monographs on 
Biological Subjects) 
Based on researches in Toronto and Oxford Universities, this small practical manual 
gives much information about the principles and practice of histochemistry, including 
the structure and composition of cells and their chemical processes. The author classi- 
fies cell components, gives exact instructions for tissue preparation and for the various 
techniques, evaluates the latter and describes their mechanism. Such general chapters 
as those on histochemical analysis and selective methods introduce specific methods 
dealing with lipids, carbohydrates, nucleic acids, proteins, calcium and iron, and 
enzymes. (74°82) 


A HISTORY OF CYTOLOGY. Arthur Hughes. Abelard-Schuman, 21s. 
1959. 23 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
It is strange that no history of this branch of science has been written previously, but 
Dr. Ramsay’s scholarly work fills the gap in a masterly fashion. This is no mere recital 
of a series of discoveries but a logical account of the development of various aspects of 
cytological research set against the technological achievements of their time. In this 
way the principal facets of the subject, the microscope, the cell, nuclear division, cyto- 
plasm, etc., are covered in turn, whilst the last chapter relates cytology and ‘Cell 
Theory’ to biological science in general. The illustrations are grouped into twelve 
plates at the rear of the book, which leads to inconvenience when following the text 
but does enable comparisons to be readily made. The book will be a worthy addition 
to all biological libraries, both corporate and individual. (74°87) 


HOW LIFE BEGAN. Irving Adler. Dennis Dobson, 10s.6d. 1959. 20-5 cm. 
160 pages. Illustrations by Ruth Adler. Diagrams. Index. 

Irving Adler has a great gift for making the extremely complex appear simple. In How 

Life Began he summarises all the latest work, practical and speculative, of the biologists 

and biochemists of recent years. Little previous knowledge is required by the reader. 

The basic theory of atomic structure and molecule building is all explained, perhaps at 

a rather breathtaking rate, but with an enthusiasm which is infectious. The illustrations 
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are very uneven. Many of them are based on good ideas, but the reproduction is poor, 
reducing their usefulness. (577)

HOLD THAT TIGER! Sam Dunton. Elek Books, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 
190 pages. Illustrations. 

The author of this American book is Staff Photographer of the New York Zoological 
Society, and this is a collection of his animal photographs around which he has woven 
a most fascinating account of his work both in the zoo and on expeditions. Descrip- 
tions of meadows sparkling with fireflies, of photographing the latter by their own 
light, and of the cave habitats of the Trinidad oil birds make enjoyable reading for all. 


For the benefit of animal photographers a special appendix with technical data for each 
photograph has been added. (sors) 


SHARK ATTACK. V. M. Coppleson. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, 
and London), 32s.6d. : 25s. 1958/59. 22 cm. 282 pages. 
Beginning in 1933 with a study of the medical aspects of shark bite, the author, a 
Sydney surgeon, extended his researches to cover all aspects of shark attacks. He des- 
cribes the experiences of bathers from Australia, the Caribbean, Durban and the 
United States, supplemented by material relating to attacks on fishermen, shipwreck 
survivors and others associated with the sea. His object is to identify specific patterns 
in shark behaviour, and in this systematic survey he has provided evidence for specula- 
tion and some certainty in a relatively unexplored field. The Curator of fishes at the 
Australian Museum advised on scientific details. (597°31) 


THE SEA-HORSE AND ITS RELATIVES. Gilbert Whitley and Joyce 

Allan. Georgian House (Melbourne, Australia), 30s. 1958. 24 cm. 94 pages. Illustrations. 
Two well-known scientists and former co-workers at the Australian Museum, 
Sydney, collaborated in writing this detailed account of an unfishlike fish, genus 
hippocamus, the seahorse. A complete list of identified species is included, with general 
descriptions of structure and habits, lore and literature, history and classification. 
Related species such as the sea-dragons, flute-mouths and bellow-fish are also des- 
cribed. A fine example of popular scientific writing, and a source of information and 
amusement for all readers. (s97°53)

THE CHEMISTRY OF DRUGS. Norman Evers and Dennis Caldwell. 

3rd edition. Benn, 84s. 1959. 23°5 cm. 432 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This book has been entirely rewritten and brought up to date. Part I includes synthetic 
drugs and their derivatives, Part II contains natural drugs and their derivatives. Under 
each drug is included its chemical structure, methods of synthesis or methods of 
extraction from the natural drugs, chemical properties and pharmacological uses. This 
treatment is confined to drugs that have an established value in medical practice. 
A comprehensive alphabetical list of official or approved names of drugs, with their 
equivalent proprietary and chemical names, is given in an appendix. A second appen- 
dix includes proprietary names of drugs in alphabetical order with the equivalent 
official or approved names. The book is suitable for advanced students of pharmacy or 
medicine and should be of value to chemists and others engaged in the pharmaceutical 
industry.

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TREATMENT OF LUNG CAVITIES AND ENDOBRONCHIAL 
TUBERCULOSIS. With special reference to treatment in Malaya. Beryl E. 
Barsby. Livingstone, 20s. 1959. 22 cm. 156 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

This monograph will be of special value and interest to workers in underdeveloped 

countries in the tropics. Besides medical co-operation, Dr. Barsby had the assistance 

of an almoner, a health visitor and a physiotherapist, so her study extends to social 
aspects, and to the problem of teaching preoperative and postoperative exercises to 
patients whose sole language may be one of many dialects. Her own researches, 
reported in detail, cover epidemiological, histological, physiological as well as clinical 
aspects. Other specialist contributions come from B. Wilberforce Smith on surgery, 
J. Dabrowski on management of tuberculous pyopneumothorax, and G. Lomax on 
anaesthesia for bronchoscopy. (616-246) 


NEVER SAY DIE. A Return to Everyday Living for the Partly Disabled. 

Anthony Richardson. Max Parrish, 12s.6d. 1959. 20-5 cm. 108 pages. Illustrations. 
In his preface the Director of the National Fund for Poliomyelitis Research commends 
this racy, practical book to the paralysed, who can gather from it much encourage- 
ment and practical help in countering their disabilities. The author, who suffered a 
stroke which left him partially paralysed, exactly describes the manner in which he 
learned to cope with the tedious personal difficulties of daily living, eating, toilet and 
getting about. This could be described as a textbook, written with a sense of humour, 
for the paralysed, useful to both sexes, but especially to men. (616-842) 


PSYCHIATRY IN MEDICAL PRACTICE. W. Lindesay Neustatter. 
Staples Press, 42s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 322 pages. References. Index. 
With exceptions to which he draws attention, such as drug addiction, brain tumours 
and injuries, the Physician in Psychological Medicine, Royal Northern Hospital, 
London, has stressed here disorders most commonly met in general practice—for 
example, children’s disturbances and sexual difficulties. He divides the book, which 
gives some basic references, into two parts, the first describing the main disorders, 
their causes, symptoms, diagnosis and treatment, and giving dosages. The second deals 
with special therapeutic procedures, psychotherapeutic and physical methods. 
Specialists have contributed chapters upon hypnosis, epilepsy, neurosyphilis and 
cerebral surgery, and the whole is written for the practitioner in an easy, readable 
style. (616-89) 


CANCER. Vol. 5. Part [X. Radiotherapy. Edited by Ronald W. Raven. 

Butterworth, 85s. 1959. 25 cm. 436 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 
Seventeen documented chapters, each by an authority on his subject, are devoted to 
the general care of the patient, choice of treatment, the methods employed, dosages, 
and results of radiotherapy in each organ or region. Thus, Margaret D. Snelling writes 
on lips, mouth and jaws; maxillary antrum and ethmoids; salivary glands; and 
pharynx; Walter Shanks on lung and pleura, and W. M. Levitt on the reticulo- 
endothelial system. These are preceded by a brief historical review of radiation in 
cancer, and up-to-date surveys, also set against an historical background, of the 
physical properties of radiations, the biological basis of radiotherapy, dosage, methods, 
including the uses of artificial radioisotopes, protection, and reactions and their treat- 
ment. The volume maintains the high standard of its predecessors. (616-994)

The third edition within six years testifies to the value of this textbook to nurses and 
physiotherapists studying for the Orthopaedic Nursing Certificate of the General 
Nursing Council, and also, for reference purposes, to those already specialising in this 
branch of nursing.

EFFECT OF A SURFACE-ACTIVE MEDIUM ON THE 
DEFORMATION OF METALS. V. L. Likhtman, P. A. Rebinder and 
G. V. Karpenko. Translated from the Russian. H.M. Stationery Office for the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 196 pages. Illust- 
rations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
This monograph reports the extensive work by Russian scientists on the effects of 
environment, in particular liquid surface active media, on the mechanical properties 
of metals. The effects result from the interaction, chiefly by adsorption, between the 
deformed metal and the active medium and include a lowering of the yield point of 
single crystals, peculiar modifications in surface structure, an increase in creep rate and 
a reduction in fatigue strength. The interpretation of the effect of the adsorption is 
different from that proposed in Andrade’s classic work on the subject. Undoubtedly 
of interest to those concerned with the study of metal surfaces and the effect of various 
environments on the life of metals in service. (620-163)

PRACTICAL METROLOGY. Vol. 3. K. J. Hume and G. H. Sharp.

In this volume of their work on practical metrology the authors describe twelve 
experiments which are more advanced than those in the preceding volumes. One of 
the joint authors is a lecturer in a college of technology and the other is in charge of 
metrology in the engine works of an aircraft company, and their book is both clearly 
written and well balanced between theory and practice. Among other valuable experi- 
ments, it includes the calibration of levels and gauges, and the testing of straight edges 
and surface-plates. Much of the work described is according to present practice in the 
works of gauge-and-tool makers, and the book is therefore a valuable reference 
wherever high precision engineering is carried on.

This book is written round the Factory Electricity Regulations and it ranges over 
most of the electrical equipment found in factories, business and domestic premises, 
hospitals, and the like. Chapters on the physical effects of electricity, and on domestic 
usage, and notes on static electricity in hospitals supplement an otherwise industrial 
survey. The latter covers operation and maintenance of various types of plant, cables 
and lines, automatic protection, switchboards, and inflammable surroundings. The 
author was formerly H.M. Senior Electrical Inspector of Factories and Electrical 
Adviser to the Home Office and the book is written from a wide practical experience, 
in these capacities, of British safety requirements and measures, as well as from years 
of service on research committees. The book is highly recommended to both designers 
and users of electrical equipment.

Technically of high standard, this book is of considerable value to anyone considering 

the production and use of printed circuits. Not only does the author discuss the 

technical details of the various printing processes used but he has, by practical experi- 
ence, made an exhaustive study of the electronic developments leading to the adoption 
of printed circuits in the electronics industry. Illustrations are numerous, well chosen, 
and well printed. A comprehensive appendix and a very detailed bibliography help to 
make this book useful not only to students of printed circuit technology, but also to 
printers and electronic engineers.

Five well-known authorities in the electronics field have combined to produce this 

comprehensive textbook. The physical theory of solid state devices is described briefly, 

but the main emphasis is on the operation and characteristics of transistors as circuit 
elements and the design of transistor circuits for specific purposes as amplifiers, 
oscillators, modulators and pulse elements. The book is compactly written as a text- 
book for graduate students of electronics and physics, but the sections on circuit design 
will be of considerable value as reference sources to electrical and electronic design 
engineers.

system, those sections which may safely be omitted by a beginner are clearly indicated 
in the text, while appendices are provided for the mathematically inclined, giving 
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proofs and analyses. The m.k.s. system of units is used throughout, and a useful index 
is provided. In addition to its use as a textbook it will be of service for reference 
purposes, but its value in this connection would have been enhanced by the addition 
of a bibliography.

The author has 
solved it by dealing with locomotives that have been preserved in museums and works, 
and can be studied there. Whilst this results in the omission of some famous engines, 
he has made an interesting story of the rest—one that will satisfy both the general 
reader and the enthusiast.

This reference book gives a selection of relevant technical papers published piecemeal 

in various British journals in the last ten years. Aided by five sub-authors, Mr. Thorn 

covers such aspects of drainage practice as hydrology, open-channel hydraulics, the 

regime theory, flumes, outfalls, pumping stations, and flood embankments. The value 

of the papers is enhanced by the main author’s critical supplementary notes: these also 

provide a modicum of continuity, and include many references to more advanced 

treatments of the subject.

THE WASTES OF CIVILIZATION. J. C. Wylie. Faber, 16s. 1959. 
22-5 cm. 160 pages. Index. 
This well-written book reviews the wastefulness of man down the ages, from Neolithic 
times. It describes how rings of fertility were created round medieval settlements from 
aste matter and how expanding townships in later times have overrun those belts 
and created a fresh problem in the efficient disposal of waste. The chapter on the 
pollution of rivers and coastal waters is particularly interesting. Having dealt exten- 
sively with the causation of pollution by waste matter, the author proceeds to show 
how modern methods can produce organic substances which will restore much of the 
lost fertility to the soil. This is a book of social history which should appeal to all who 
are interested in agriculture and public health. (628)

This book provides the latest information available on the adverse effects of high 

temperatures on the structure of supersonic aircraft and missiles. Various authors have 

contributed their specialised knowledge on the problem of aerodynamic heating. 

A comprehensive review is given of the improvements recently made in the physical 








properties of various materials at elevated temperatures. The book is published under 
the direction of the Advisory Group for Aeronautical Research and Development, 
known as ‘AGARD’, which is attached to NATO. (629-1341)

PRINCIPLES OF AUTOMATIC CONTROLS. Floyd E. Nixon.

The object of this useful book is to enable the practising engineer to obtain a good 
understanding of the principles underlying automatic control systems. It covers all 
aspects of linear system design, including transient response, frequency response, 
stability criteria, numerical integration, automatic computers and transient analysis. 
First-year calculus and physics are assumed. The book concludes with an introductory 
chapter on non-linear systems. Among the appendices is a useful table of Laplace 
transforms. The author has been intimately connected with the design of guided 
missiles in the U.S.A. (629-8)

MACHINES ON THE FARM. Time- and Labour-Saving Methods of 
Operation. H. J. Hine. Odhams Press, 25s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations, 
Diagrams. Index. 
Mr. Hine, a member of the Advisory Service branch of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
has become well known in post-war years for his many articles and several textbooks 
on agricultural engineering. His latest work, although describing all the latest 
machinery available to the farmer and its operation, is more especially concerned with 
working methods, and aims to show farmers how to gain the fullest benefit from their 
machines by adopting the techniques of production planning so widely used in general 
industry. It is likely to prove the most useful book so far published on the subject for 
readership among the farming community as a whole. (631-3) 


THE ASTONISHED EARTH. Humphrey Kempe. Heinemann, 30s. 1959.

This is a down-to-earth account of the author’s experiences in transforming a barren 

tract of land in the Murray River area of Australia into a thriving grass/livestock farm. 

It is a competently-written, well-illustrated work which, as an example of successful 

land reclamation through irrigation, should prove of immense value to agriculturalists 

in various arid parts of the world who are faced with Mr. Kempe’s own original 

problems.

Dr. Gram, Director of the Government Plant Pathology Experiment Station in 

Denmark, and his associate Heads of Departments, have produced a most useful atlas 

of disease conditions and pest damage in farm crops encountered in Denmark and 

North Western Europe. In this edition the original text has been summarised and is 

given in Danish, English, and French (other editions replace the French text with 

German, Swedish, or Dutch). The English terminology is completely accurate and 

up to date as a result of collaboration with the head of the Plant Pathology Laboratory 

in Britain, and two senior colleagues. The illustrations are very clear and show disease 
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and damage conditions and pests in various developmental stages. There is a useful 
index of Latin names. (632) 


THE SCIENTIFIC PRINCIPLES OF CROP PROTECTION. Hubert 
Martin. 4th edition. Edward Arnold, 65s. 1959. 23-5 cm. 368 pages. Diagrams, 
References.

The Scientific Principles of Plant Protection first appeared in 1928 and reached its third 

edition in 1940. Its reappearance—under a slightly altered title—is to be welcomed, ag 

it was an excellent introduction both for students and research workers. That it was 
based on very sound principles is apparent iv this new edition which retains the same 
framework but has been thoroughly brought up to date, a formidable task in a rapidly 
expanding subject which has radically changed since 1940. The changes concern largely 
methods of protection. A more subtle yet noticeable change is the author’s move from 

Long Ashton, Bristol to London, Ontario: the text refers more often than before to 

the special ways of the North American continent. Very full documentation is

Then, the major part of the work consists of extremely 
valuable documentation for each forest (illustrated by photographs and excellent 
maps) of: the history, climate, topography, geology and soils, botanical composition, 
age structure, growth and stocking, fauna and natural regeneration.

HORTICULTURE IN THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH: An 
outline 1958. D. Akenhead. Commonwealth Agricultural Bureaux (Farnham Royal, 
Bucks), 10s. 1959. 21 cm. 72 pages. Index. (Commonwealth Bureau of Horticulture and 
Plantation Crops, Technical Communication No. 26) 

Dr. Akenhead has been Director of the Bureau of Horticulture and Plantation Crops 

at East Malling in Kent for thirteen years and is therefore admirably qualified to com- 

pile such a work as this. Apart from the same publishers’ List of Research Workers in 

Agriculture (1956), which has an index of institutions, there is no up-to-date guide to 

the latter or the work being undertaken at the various research and experimental 

stations in the Commonwealth. The present book, arranged in alphabetical order of 
country, summarises the scope of the work undertaken and the development and 
results of the more important experiments. This information has been obtained from 
correspondents on the spot, and is otherwise available only in part and scattered in 
numerous publications. (635-0942) 


Livestock Domestic Animals 
GUIDE TO LOVEBIRDS AND PARROTLETS. E. N. T. Vane. 
Poultry World, 12s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 152 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Diagrams. Index. (Cage Birds) 
Mr. Vane’s articles in Cage Birds and other periodicals are already well known to 
aviculturalists. This book is a comprehensive and highly instructive guide to the 
successful rearing of lovebirds and parrotlets. Suitable accommodation and feeding 
for these birds are detailed, and their breeding and problems of sexing then discussed. 
Nine species of lovebirds (Agapornis) and five species of parrotlets (Forpus) with many 
subspecies of both genera are described, and geographical distributions accompanied 
by maps are given. The author’s information comes from his own long experience 
as a breeder combined with a critical appreciation of the work of others. His book 
should prove an asset to amateur aviculturalists. (636-686) 


THE BOOK OF SHOW DOGS. Edited and compiled by Barbara 
Woodhouse. Max Parrish, 42s. 1959. 22 cm. 440 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Widely known already for her A-Z of Dogs, Barbara Woodhouse has now edited a 
unique and indispensable reference book for dog-lovers who are interested in showing 
their animals. Ninety-nine breeds already recognised by the Kennel Club and eight 
others now becoming popular are described in a series of clear articles by experts. 
For each breed there is a photograph of a well-known champion, a list of the Kennel 
Club standards for the details of its appearance, and invaluable advice on care and 
grooming, training, exercise and showing. Special attention is devoted to the clipping 
and trimming of poodles and terriers, and the techniques are illustrated by a special 
series of photographs. (636-7)

BUSINESS FORECASTING. Market Research Society in association with 
the Oakwood Press (Ling field, Surrey), 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 74 pages. 

The third of a series of Market Research Society publications consists of abridged 
papers, presented at the Society’s conference in March 1957, in which experts from 
various branches of industry review the methods and applications of consumer 
research for business forecasting. Of interest to economic students and industrial 
executives and managements, the papers cover statistics and methods, give examples 
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as applied to motor accessories, packaging, transport, petroleum, etc., and review the 
use to which market research can be put. (658-83) 


Chemical Technology 
SOLID PROPELLENT AND EXOTHERMIC COMPOSITIONS. 
James Taylor. Newnes, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 164 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 
A comprehensive textbook on the use of chemical energy in the service of man. 
A large number of applications is discussed, ranging from explosives for the civil 
engineer and quarry man, the production of safety explosives for coal mines, initiating 
explosives, propellents for guns and rocket motors, low temperature compositions for 
tubular blasting devices, explosives for the disposal of insecticides and the operation 
of small tools, to self-heating food cans. Dr. Taylor is a recognised expert on the 
subject, his book is well written and students should find it most interesting. There are 
numerous references to other published work. It will be a useful textbook for all 
engaged in the explosives industry and engineers might find in it an answer to some 
of their power problems. (662-2)

THE FINE ART OF MIXING DRINKS. David A. Embury. 2nd, 
revised, edition. Faber, 30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 362 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This is a new and revised edition of a book first published in America in 1948 and in 
England in 1953. It is comprehensive—including hundreds of recipes for short drinks, 
tall drinks, party drinks, hot drinks and others—though Scots will not find Atholl 
Brose in the index and may not be pleased when they come upon it disguised as a 
Whisky Zoom; and it has sections on Basic Principles, Equipment and other general 
matters. Anyone who is ‘ready to try any drink once’ may be kept happily employed 
by this book for a couple of years. (663-8) 


Ceramic Technology 
THE CHEMISTRY AND PHYSICS OF CLAYS AND OTHER 
CERAMIC MATERIALS. Alfred B. Searle and Rex W. Grimshaw. 3rd 
edition, revised and enlarged. Benn, 126s. 1959. 23-5 cm. 944 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Index. 
In the third edition of Mr. A. B. Searle’s standard reference work we have a complete 
revision of the text by Dr. R. W. Grimshaw, and the lay-out of the chapters has been 
altered. Modern ideas on crystal structure of the silicates have received considerable 
attention. Recent techniques of the elucidation of the structures of the clay minerals 
and related substances are fully described. Scientific concepts underlying the clay water 
relationship, and the reactions occurring on heating ceramic materials, including the 
applications of the phase rule are included. The revision has greatly enhanced the value 
of the work, both as a reference volume and as a textbook for students. (666-42)

RECENT PROGRESS IN THE CHEMISTRY OF DYES AND 
PIGMENTS. W. Bradley. Royal Institute of Chemistry, 9s. 1958. 24 cm. 96 pages. 
Diagrams. References. (Royal Institute of Chemistry. Lectures, Monographs and Reports, 
1958, No. 5) 

In 1938 the Institute of Chemistry published a paper by F. M. Rowe reviewing the 

development of the chemistry of commercial synthetic dyes during the period 1856- 
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1938. The present monograph, compiled by Professor W. Bradley of the Department 
of Colour Chemistry at Leeds University, brings this review up to date with particular 
emphasis on the recent chemistry of synthetic colouring matters. Clearly no mono- 
graph of some ninety pages can hope to provide a complete review of this complex 
branch of organic chemistry, but the author has provided an authoritative précis 
which will be of interest not only to research workers specialising in this field but to 
students of colour chemistry and to those interested in the broader aspects of organic 
synthesis. (667-2)

BRITISH PLASTICS YEAR BOOK 1959. A Classified Guide to the 
Plastics Industry. 29th year. Iliffe, 42s. 1959. 23-5 cm. 644 pages. Index. 

This year book is divided into nine sections dealing with various aspects of the plastics 
industry: general, materials, manufactured products, plant, trademarks, U.K. 
addresses, overseas addresses, who’s who and technical data. The general section con- 
tains a list of some 250 technical terms as well as tables of properties of plastics. There 
is also a general index. A useful reference work. (668-4058) 


Metal Manufactures 

MODERN FOUNDRY PRACTICE. Edited by E. D. Howard, with 
contributions by eighteen specialist authors. 3rd edition. Odhams Press, 30s. 1959. 
23 cm. 464 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

The text of the new edition has been brought more into line with present-day practice. 

Comments on spheroidal graphite cast iron, pressure cast aluminium pattern plates, 

epoxy resin patterns, pop-off flasks and resin bonded cores are incorporated. A new 

chapter by Rice on moulding developments of shell and carbon dioxide techniques is 

straightforward and readily understandable. Recent developments in melting furnaces 

and sand technology make the book a useful addition to the library. (671-2)

Architecture 
NORWEGIAN ARCHITECTURE PAST AND PRESENT. Guthorm 
Kavli. Batsford, 50s. 1959. 25-5 cm. 148 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 
An excellent general panorama of Norwegian architecture from the Viking period to 
the present is provided by Guthorm Kavli’s work, printed in Norway. Information 
in English about Scandinavian buildings, especially of earlier days, is still meagre, and 
the book is welcome. It is very well illustrated with plans, photographs and line 
drawings. There is a good bibliography, although few of the sources listed are likely 
to be accessible outside Norway. (720-9481) 


ROMANESQUE ART IN ITALY. H. Decker. Translated from the 
German by James Cleugh. Thames & Hudson, 75s. 1959. 31 cm. 82 pages of text. 
264 plates. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

The Romanesque style in Italy between the years A.D. 950-1250 permeated all the arts, 

producing an architecture of impressive dignity adorned with carving, sculptured 

figures, mosaics and, in a few notable buildings, bronze doors, which while displaying 
the common features of this international style also show many local peculiarities. 

In this book (originally printed and produced in Austria) the author takes the reader 
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on a regional tour from Lombardy in the north to Calabria and Sicily in the south. 
His introductory text is followed by informative notes which introduce the book’s 
main feature—the beautiful series of photogravure plates. These show many details as 
well as general views of buildings. Altogether this is an absorbing picture-book with 
a sufficient number of plates to be useful as well to specialists in architectural history 
and early medieval iconography. (723-40945) 


GOTHIC EUROPE. Edited by Harald Busch and Bernd Lohse. Text 
translated from the German by P. Gorge. Batsford, 42s. 1959. 26-5 cm. 224 pages 
including 200 pages of photographs (frontispiece in colour). Index. (Buildings of 
Europe) 

A book of beautiful photographs of Gothic buildings in many European countries, 

selected with rare perspicacity and profound knowledge. From the English point of 

view, it is gratifying to find in a work of continental origin a genuine appreciation of 

the part played by this country in Gothic art. In addition to the pictures, there is a 

useful introduction by Professor Kurt Gerstenberg, and authoritative notes by Helmut 

Domke. A glossary of terms is included. (723-5094) 


A HISTORY OF RENAISSANCE ARCHITECTURE. Bruce Allsopp. 
Pitman, 50s. 1959. 25 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Bibliography. 
Index. 

An architect and a university lecturer in architecture, Bruce Allsopp is also something 

of an iconoclast, although a gentle one. Some years ago, he made the brave decision 

to rewrite, in the interests of students, the entire history of architecture, which in 

Britain has been dominated for half a century by the imposing work of the late 

Sir Banister Fletcher. His initial step was to write a short general history, conceived 

as an introduction to a series of books covering certain important periods in greater 

detail. It was a stimulating, original and much criticised work. The present volume, 
the first to be devoted to a special phase, presents the whole story of Renaissance 
architecture in little more than two hundred pages, but it is far from superficial. 

Mr. Allsopp admires the Renaissance, but he regards it as dead and has no inclination 

to revive it again. Although short, this is a very full book, written by a man with a 

very full mind. (724°1) 


THE DESIGN OF PHYSICS RESEARCH LABORATORIES. 
Chapman & Hall for the Institute of Physics, 21s. 1959. 24-5 cm. 108 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This book presents the proceedings of a symposium held at the Royal Institution in 

London in November, 1957, and organised by the Institute of Physics. It was an 

exceptionally productive occasion, at which a number of leading architects, physicists 

and other technical experts made valuable contributions to solving design problems 
of research laboratories. As well as providing a record of papers read at the meeting 
and of the discussions that followed, this well-arranged publication includes many 
illustrations, a serviceable index and valuable bibliographical material. (727°553) 


Sculpture 

THE CARVER’S COMPANION. A Guide to Carving in Wood and 
Stone. Peter Morton. Black, 30s. 1959. 25 cm. 78 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

In this book a practising carver distils from a lifetime’s experience the basic principles 

of his craft. He is concerned less with the aesthetics of carving as a media of self- 
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expression than with the training of the master-carver and the technical problems 
which will confront him during his professional career. The special qualities of 
different types of wood are carefully discussed and there is a valuable chapter on the 
design and cutting of inscriptions in wood and stone. Although the author views the 
future of professional carving with some pessimism he believes the craft will survive 
as a recreation, and that however much the machine may reduce the old demand for 
patient hand-work the tradition of English decorative carving will continue to inspire 
future generations of carvers. (736) 


Needlework and Embroidery 


CROCHET DESIGNS FROM HUNGARY. Juliana Ray and Madeleine 
Bokoli. Batsford, 21s. 1959. 25*5 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations. 
This book contains twenty-one Hungarian crochet motifs with instructions (which 
include the quantity of crochet cotton required to provide articles of stated dimen- 
sions) for using them to make luncheon mats, table runners, tray cloths, doilies, etc.— 
each could be adapted for other uses. The excellent illustrations reveal the beauty of 
the largely floral designs and the clearly set out instructions should present no diffi- 
culties to any competent crochet worker. (746-43) 


DANISH EMBROIDERY. Batsford, 40s. 1959. 25 cm. 210 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour). 
This beautifully produced book, prepared by the Danish Society Haandarbejdets 
Fremme, consists entirely of patterns for embroidery in cross-stitch and pulled thread 
work. The former, mainly modern designs of delicate wild flower motifs, comprise a 
picture of the finished work, brief instructions in Danish and English and a beautifully 
clear diagram on squared paper showing the colours required for every stitch. The 
pulled thread work designs are mainly traditional, exceptionally beautiful, many of 
them suitable only for the skilled needlewoman (despite excellent diagrams of work 
in progress and completed). (746-44)

THE PRACTICE AND HISTORY OF PAINTING. A Book for 
Schools. John Mills. Introduction by A. E. Werner. Edward Amold, 21s. 1959. 
25*5 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
A thoroughly practical guide for the student of painting who is proceeding from 
elementary to more advanced work. Part one consists of fourteen chapters on 
materials and methods written with the sure and personal touch of a painter familiar 
with his craft. The second part, a summary of the historical development of paintin: 
in Europe, is less original but ties up well with the technical section. The book 
includes a glossary, and a list of galleries in Great Britain, the Commonwealth and 
the U.S.A. Mr. Mills, who is Director of Art at Milton Abbey School, Dorset, is 
well equipped to write about the technical problems facing pupils and teachers, 
though he might have displayed a less routine choice of pictures for reproduction.

THE ART AND TECHNIQUE OF PORTRAIT PAINTING. 
Frederic Taubes. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 14s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 112 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour). Diagrams. 


This short book is not just another manual on portraiture but a concise restatement 
of the classical methods used by the old masters. The author, who is known for an 
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earlier book The Art and Technique of Oil Painting, studied at the celebrated Bauhaus 
School of Art in Germany in the inter-war period, and has since followed the careers 
of portrait painter and teacher. He thus writes with authority on all aspects of his 
subject, from the choice and treatment of the canvas to the varnishing, preservation 
and cleaning of the finished portrait. The text is supported by excellent diagrams and 
plates. (757) 


GETTING TO KNOW PICTURES. Barbara Whelpton. Newnes, 15s. 
1959. 19 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. Index. 
The object of this book is to offer suggestions ‘as to how to approach pictures of any 
school or period, so as to get the maximum interest and pleasure from them’. It is a 
useful little manual, simply written, without any undue emphasis on particular artists 
or periods. The author has had considerable experience in art education, has travelled 
widely and is a practising painter and book illustrator. She has made good use of this 
varied background in writing this companionable handbook, which contains a note 
on London museums and galleries. (759) 


LEONARDO DA VINCI. An Account of his Development as an Artist. 
Kenneth Clark. Revised edition. Penguin Books, 6s. 1959. 18 cm. 182 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. 

When first published in 1939 this study of Leonardo da Vinci (1452-1519) was 

welcomed both as an outstanding contribution to the subject and as a model of art 

criticism. It has now been revised, provided with a new Introduction, and reissued 
in a popular edition. Leonardo’s development as an artist, his scientific curiosity and 

ambiguous character are discussed in relation to his pictures and other works in a 

text which combines interpretative perception of the highest order, a distinguished 

though unassuming prose style, and the constant evidence of intensive research. This 
is certainly the best single work in English available on Leonardo da Vinci.

PHOTOGRAPHIC CHEMISTRY. Vol. I. Pierre Glafkidés. Translated 
from the French by Keith M. Hornsby.

Photégraphy involves many branches of science, and in dealing with the chemical 
aspect of photographic theory M. Glafkidés (chemical engineer of the Institute of 
Chemistry of Paris) discusses in nearly as much detail as his main subject the many 
physical aspects. The result is a large and comprehensive work possessing the 
advantage that reference to other books need rarely be made. The volume will be of 
great value to chemists in the photographic industries, and will enable both the 
professional and the amateur to acquaint themselves with the rudiments of chemistry 
necessary for their profession or hobby. There are a great number of references to 
original sources for the further study of a particular subject. (771°5) 


HANDBOOK OF AMATEUR CINEMATOGRAPHY. Vol. IL. 
Edited by R. H. Bomback. Fountain Press, 27s. 6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 356 pages.

This book combines a number of separate titles in the publishers’ specialised Cinefacts 

series. Each covers a different aspect of 8 mm., 9-5 mm. or 16 mm. film technique; 

whether dealing with simpler or more complex matters, both style and presentation 
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are exceptionally clear. In addition to methods of work, the various authors describe 
the kinds of apparatus available and current costs; they show how advanced work in 
sub-standard cinematography may often be done more cheaply than amateurs 
suppose. This volume covers the story film, stereoscopic film-making, trick-work, 
processing, animation, adding sound to movies, colour photography, and detailed 
points that lead to perfecting technique. (778-5349) 


INTRODUCTION TO CINE. H. A. Postlethwaite. Fountain Press, 
12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 126 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
This short and well-illustrated book is exceptionally lucid in its presentation of the 
basic facts about 16 mm., 9-5 mm. and 8 mm. motion picture cameras. The author 
conveys the correct amount of knowledge for the intelligent and serious beginner, 
and writes with such unforced simplicity of style that he makes the necessary 
technicalities absolutely clear and reinforces the information with diagrams and 
photographs. In addition to describing the general use of the camera, he deals with 
such basic matters as exposure, filters, lighting, editing, titling and projection. Highly 
recommended.

CHILDREN IN THE BIG CITY. Photographs by Oscar van Alphen. 
Text by Adriaan Morrién. Oldbourne Press, 21s. 1959. 26°5 cm. 112 pages. 
Through the big cities of Europe—London, Amsterdam, Paris, Berlin, Naples— 
Oscar van Alphen has stalked children with a camera as if they were some strange, 
shy form of wild life (which, in a way, they are). The result is a book of delightful 
photographs showing children as they are when they think that nobody is looking, 
when they are absorbed in those activities in which they become almost a different 
race from people who are grown up. As Adriaan Morrién points out in his sensitive 
and imaginative text, it is a fallacy to imagine that city children are unhappy because 
they do not live among green fields: for them, the city is a place of wonder. Through 
these photographs one catches something of this child’s-eye view of life in the 
metropolis.

SINGING FOR FUN. A Book for the Amateur Choral Singer. Reginald 
Barrett-Ayres. Faber, 12s.6d. 1959. 21 cm. 124 pages. Diagrams. Musical examples. 
Bibliography. 
This agreeable little book is written for those who have musical enthusiasm but little 
chance of regular individual training by a professional teacher. The author, who is 
Lecturer in Music in Aberdeen University, has had experience of helping the inexpert 
to help themselves, either as singers of madrigals, church music or oratorio, or as 
budding conductors or operatic producers. He assumes that his readers will be 
familiar either with the tonic sol-fa system, or with the rudiments of music, and on 
this basis his pages should appeal to all those who find vocal self-expression more 
satisfying than listening to radio or records. (784-96) 


THE FUGUE IN BEETHOVEN’S PIANO MUSIC. John V. Cockshoot. 
Routledge & Kegan Paul, 32s. 1959. 22 cm. 228 pages. Frontispiece. Musical 
examples. Bibliography. Index. (Studies in the History of Music) 

Most writers in Beethoven have rather depreciated the significance of fugue in his 

piano works, and this book, the first of its kind in English, successfully attempts to 

reassess them at their true worth. It shows how his early training and exercises in 
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counterpoint led to the increasingly powerful mastery of fugal ideas and structures. 
Mr. Cockshoot analyses, with an exact sense of history and an easy style, the fugal 
movements in the variations op.35, the sonatas op.101 and op.106, and in the Diabelli 
variations. He is able to demonstrate that Beethoven wrote each of them as an 
integral part of a bold and imaginative construction, in which no other form could 
have served. The technical analysis of each piece, and the shrewd discussion of other 
short fugal pieces, round off a book which should prove of great value to advanced 
students of Beethoven, no less than to their teachers. (786-42) 


Sports and Games 

MOUNTAIN CLIMBING. Godfrey Francis. English Universities Press, 
7s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams by Erik Thorn. Bibliography. 
Index. (Teach Yourself Books) 

The doubt whether mountain climbing is a suitable subject for self instruction is 

allayed by the British Mountaineering Council’s and the Association of Scottish 

Climbing Clubs’ sponsorship of this book. The author proceeds to emphasise that the 

approach to mountaineering is through companionship and membership of a club. 

The descriptions of equipment and technique are clear and useful and the diagrams 

helpful. The book should provide excellent background reading for all who are 

aware that their knowledge of mountain craft could well be more complete.

CHAMPION YEAR. My Battle for the Drivers’ World Title. Mike 
Hawthorn. Kimber, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
In October 1958 Mike Hawthorn became the first British World Champion in 
Grand Prix history. This book, completed in manuscript a few days before his tragic 
death in a road accident, gives a vivid account of his twelve-month duel with Stirling 
Moss for the Championship, which remained undecided until the last race—the 
Moroccan Grand Prix. It was a season that made history, with lap speeds rising and 
records falling, and Champion Year captures the thrill, rivalry, glamour and tragedy 
that make motor racing what it is. This book will appeal to all devotees of motor 
sport everywhere. It is racily written, very well illustrated, and Mike Hawthorn’s 
personality is evident on every page. (796-72) 


THE TIGER OF RAJASTHAN. Kesri Singh. Hale, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 
192 pages. Illustrations. 
Books about big game written by practical experts invariably offer new and exciting 
aspects and this one certainly does. Colonel Kesri(‘tiger’ in English) has been concerned 
with hunting and studying the habits of game in the Indian jungle since boyhood and 
his recollections cover practically everything to do with the most fascinating and 
dangerous species—the tiger. He writes of fights with buffalo and boar, strange 
encounters with men, outstanding tiger-shoots, and different hunting methods. 
Chapters on game preserves and wild life, lions and panthers complete an authoritative 
and well-written book which corrects many misleading accounts of the most 
powerful and formidable of the cat-tribe. (799°26) 


LITERATURE 


TEXTUAL AND LITERARY CRITICISM. Fredson Bowers. Cambridge 
University Press, 22s.6d. 1959. 20°5 cm. 196 pages. (The Sandars Lectures in 
Bibliography 1957-58) 

Although textual criticism has made immense strides in the last century many literary 
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critics still fail to profit by its findings, and the frontier at which the one type of 
criticism begins and the other ends is still keenly disputed. In four lectures Professor 
Bowers surveys the basic problems which confront both critical disciplines and 
discusses the principles which each can usefully observe. Many readers will be 
surprised to learn that textual criticism is already required for many 19th century 
verse and prose classics. Professor Bowers states his conclusions lucidly and with 
moderation and his book is a first-rate contribution to this controversial subject.

THE WORLD OF POETRY. Poets and Critics on the Art and Functions 
of Poetry. Extracts selected and arranged by Clive Sansom. Phoenix House, 25s. 
1959. 22 cm. 240 pages. Index. 
A prose-anthology which collects the opinions on poetry of writers of many ages. 
and countries. The quotations are drawn from essays, letters, journals and notebooks, 
the main emphasis being on modern authors. The volume is arranged in sections, 
such as Metaphor, Truth, Imagination and others which refer to the many forms 
and functions of poetry and poetic experience. The editor has ranged far and his 
selection is discriminating, blending classical pronouncements with much material 
which is unfamiliar. In general the choice is remarkably interesting: the only criticism, 
in fact, which might be levelled is against the brevity of some of the extracts.

SIGHTS AND SPECTACLES 1937-1958. Mary McCarthy. Heinemann, 
18s. 1959. 21°5 cm. 228 pages. Index. 
A collection of dramatic reviews of the last twenty years most of which originally 
appeared in the American Partisan Review. This journal with its strong left-wing 
sympathies was often, by definition, openly hostile to the New York commercial 
theatre, but the author is by no means a doctrinaire critic. An unconventional writer 
by nature, she succeeds in one of the theatre critic’s hardest tasks, that of preserving a 
freshness of approach, and the interpretations she offers of the most familiar plays 
are always original and spontaneous. Her articles are mainly concerned with 


Shakespeare, Shaw and contemporary work from Eugene O'Neill and Clifford 
Odets to John Osborne. (808-2) 


SPAN. An Adventure in Asian and Australian Writing. Edited by Lionel 
Wigmore. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 25s. 1958. 23 cm. 400 pages. 
This collection of poetry and short stories originated with the idea of spanning the 
distances and differences between Australians and South-east Asians by making 
available some of their literature since 1945. Its compilation, under the direction of 
the Canberra Fellowship of Australian Writers, edited by an experienced writer 
assisted by Asian writers, represents a notable co-operative achievement in organisa- 
tion and translation. Fifty-three contributors from Burma, Ceylon, India, Indonesia, 
Malaya, North Borneo, Pakistan, the Phillipines, Thailand and Vietnam join with 
twenty Australian authors to present a stimulating selection of creative writing.

Australian Literature 
A HISTORICAL OUTLINE OF AUSTRALIAN LITERATURE. 
Frederick T. Macartney. Angus & Robertson, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 70 pages. 
Bibliography. 
This brief guide to Australian literature is a revision of an ‘historical outline’ prefixed 
to the standard exhaustive bibliography of the subject by E. Morris Miller, of which, 
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an extended edition by Frederick T. Macartney was published in 1956. Under each 
literary genre is given a chronological list of the main exponents with the dates of 
their first books, followed by a short historical sketch. The handbook should prove 
useful to students of English literature who require a brief survey of Australian 
developments. (820-9A) 


English Poetry 
PIERS THE PLOUGHMAN. William Langland. Translated into modern 
English with an introduction by J. F. Goodridge. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1959. 
18 cm. 366 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 
William Langland, born about 1332, wrote three versions of this vision concerning 
Piers the Plowman in 1370, 1377 and 1393, expanding and revising the first in the 
last two. The second is translated here as it is the best known and most frequently 
studied. It is in two parts. In the first the poet, in a dream, sees Piers, the type of the 
true-hearted worker, endeavouring to lead the world, put out of joint by all kinds of 
corruption, to the Tower of Truth. In the second, Do-Well, Do-Better and Do-Best 
show the world where spiritual regeneration lies. This prose translation of the Old 
English alliterative line is very skilful, the exposition of the allegory is illuminating 
and there are scholarly notes and appendices. The general reader now has a chance to 
appreciate this great poem. (821-1) 


JOHN KEATS: A Reassessment. Edited by Kenneth Muir. Liverpool 
University Press (Liverpool), 30s. 1958. 23 cm. 192 pages. Index. (Liverpool English 
Texts and Studies. No. 5) 

This synopsis comprises essays by eight past and present members of the University 

of Liverpool. The level of discussion is vigorous and well based on the development 

of Keatsian scholarship to date: on the other hand such an approach lacks the authority 
of a consistently maintained viewpoint. The editor contributes three essays of which 
the most interesting is a survey of Hazlitt’s influence on Keats’s critical ideas. Other 
particularly noteworthy contributions are a closely reasoned study by Joan Grundy 
on Keats’s debt to the Elizabethans and an exposition of the ‘Ode to Autumn’ by 
Arnold Davenport. (821-7) 


BROWNING. John Bryson. Longmans for the British Council, 2s.6d. 1959. 
21-5 cm. 44 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Bibliographical 
Supplements to “British Book News’) 

The author’s purpose is to demonstrate the rewards to be gained from a long overdue 

rereading of the poetry of Browning (1812-89). The conventional misconceptions 

of his poetry are discussed and a plea is made to accept Browning’s own explanation 
of his poetry and his methods, and to realise how much the poet's illustrations and 
references, drawn from his wide learning, add to his work. Poems are quoted to 
show his lyrical ability. His great achievement in his own invention, the dramatic 
monologue, receives special attention. A particular feature of the essay for which all 
readers will be grateful is the careful analysis of Browning’s greatest poem The Ring 
and The Book. The author has undoubtedly achieved his purpose. (821-8) 


THE GUINNESS BOOK OF POETRY 1957/58. Putnam, 1os.6d. 
19$9. 22 cm. 144 pages. 

This anthology (a choice of the Poetry Book Society) covers the year which ended 

on July 1, 1958. It includes the three short poems by Ted Hughes, Thomas Kinsella 

and David Wright which won the Guinness award for that period, three more by

John Press, Patricia Beer and Norman MacCaig which won the prizes for unpublished 
verse at the Cheltenham Festival last year, and a selection of seventy poems judged 
to be the best published over the specified period. No poet is represented by more 
than one composition and the chronological factor naturally gives the selection a 
miscellaneous character. The standard is exacting and includes, besides the work of 
eminent poets such as Robert Graves, a commendably high proportion of verse by 
unknown writers. (821-91) 


LOSS OF THE MAGYAR and Other Poems. Patricia Beer. Longmans, 
12s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 48 pages. 
This first volume of unusual promise, which has been chosen by the Poetry Book 
Society, consists of some twenty-five lyrics, the title piece being a narrative poem 
which describes the drowning of her great-grandfather and the loss of his ship. The 
author has already gained a notable control of rhyme and metre, and her stanzas 
while regular are capable of subtle variations. The poems vary in technical accomplish- 
ment, but at her best, especially when writing of Italian cities and landscape or the 
sea, she succeeds in making her lyrics yield an impressive complexity of meaning 
and richness of metaphor. (821-91) 


CATCHMENT AREA. Poems. James Harrison. Oxford University Press, 
10s.6d. 1959. 21°5 cm. 60 pages. 
Mr. Harrison shows himself an unusually versatile poet in this short first volume. 
It includes poems which exploit the alliteration of early Anglo-Saxon verse, others 
written in the now fashionable villanelle, narrative poems in blank verse and a sonnet 
sequence. He can handle each of these forms with skill, but it is in the metrically 
freer lyrics, especially those describing scenes of nature, that he succeeds better in 
finding his own voice. Here his tone is sometimes over-grandiose, but at his best he 
writes verses which combine grace of sound with delicacy of vision. (821-91) 


DOMESTIC INTERIOR and Other Poems. Laurence Lerner. Hutchinson, 
1§S. 1959. 21°5 cm. 68 pages. 
An unusually promising first volume of poems. Mr. Lerner is a lyrical poet with a 
well developed dramatic sense. His pieces are short flights, but he displays a strong 
sense of form and in each poem, whether its subject is city or countryside, a mood, 
a scene or a personal relationship, he succeeds in shaping his material into a coherent 
whole. The number of false rhymes he allows himself suggests a certain laxity of ear, 
but he handles regular metres with ease and his command of metaphor is impressively 
fresh and vital. (821-91) 


GOODBYE EARTH and Other Poems. I. A. Richards. Routledge & Kegan 
Paul, 12s.6d. 1959. 20°§ cm. 76 pages. 
Dr. Richards is best known as a critic who has shown particular skill in applying 
some of the techniques of psychology to the analysis of poetry. His own verses are 
written for the most part in strictly regular metres and rhymes, with a clear and 
logical pattern of sense. Some of them are descriptions of nature, others deal with 
mythology, others with philosophical subjects, but most are related to the central 
theme of the moral problems of modern man. Technically speaking they often 
achieve a striking compression of phrase, but they are more remarkable for wit and 
ingenuity of expression than for emotional power. (821-91) 
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English Drama 
THE STRUCTURE OF JULIUS CAESAR. Adrien Bonjour. Liverpool 
University Press (Liverpool), 12s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 94 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This short critique of Julius Caesar starts from the premise that the play has two 
heroes and that here, unlike Shakespeare’s other studies in political assassination, the 
political issue and the personal problem are inseparably intertwined. The author also 
makes a close study of the play’s imagery and maintains convincingly that the key 
images are those connected with the ideas of standing and lying, the crect and the 
prostrate. The argument is not entirely original but it is carried considerably further 
than the observations already made along this line. (822-3) 


English Fiction 
OLIVER GOLDSMITH. A. Norman Jeffares. Longmans for the British 
Council, 2s.6d. 1959. 21-5 cm. 44 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 
The characteristic charm of the work of Oliver Goldsmith (1728-74) lies in his own 
nature, which is made apparent in his major works. Dr. Johnson early recognised 
his literary genius, showed him now to make the most of it, and sold Goldsmith’s 
novel for him. Mr. Jeffares reveals the circumstances of publication, and the reception 
The Traveller, The Vicar of Wakefield, The Good Natured Man, The Deserted Village, 
and She Stoops to Conquer received. He examines these in great detail to show the 
uniqueness of Goldsmith’s achievement. An extremely competent essay that student 
and general reader will welcome. (823-6) 


ANTHONY TROLLOPE: Aspects of his Life and Art. Bradford A. Booth. 
Edward Hulton, 30s. 1959. 23-5 cm. 272 pages. Index. 
Professor Booth is known on both sides of the Atlantic as a foremost authority on 
Trollope’s writings. This book is a garnering from years of study which have brought 
delight as well as full understanding of a Victorian novelist whose popularity arouses 
some indulgent scepticism and, indeed, positive disagreement in intellectually austere 
circles. Professor Booth, an unapologetic Trollopian, deals in Part I with ‘The World 
of Anthony Trollope’, discussing the ‘clerical’ (Barsetshire) novels in the light of 
their author’s views on religion and the church, and the political novels as indicative 
of Trollope’s ‘wide-ranging curiosity, his active awareness of people and things’ 
which ‘drove him out of the study into the street’ and made him hanker after a 
parliamentary career. Part II discusses “Trollope and the Art of Fiction’ in relation to 
plot, humour, pathos, and style. (823-8) 


THE NOVELS OF HENRY GREEN. Edward Stokes. Hogarth Press, 21s. 
1959. 22°5 cm. 248 pages. Index. 

Henry Green, who has now been writing for over thirty years, is in many ways one 
of the most versatile and unconventional of English novelists; but his books have at 
times seemed so unrelated that no full length critical assessment has been written until 
now. Mr. Stokes has made a thorough and systematic survey of his fiction and dwells 
particularly on its descriptive brilliance and the range of its characterisation. He has 
certainly succeeded better than any other critic in defining the virtues and the special 
flavour of Mr. Green’s books, even if his own account is a trifle flat in expression.

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English Letters 
POETS IN THEIR LETTERS. Cecil S. Emden. Oxford University Press, 
218. 1959. 22 cm. 244 pages. Illustrations by Lynton Lamb. References. Index. 

The public self displayed by poets in their verse is not, as Mr. Emden shows, always 
consistent with the private self unveiled in their intimate correspondence. The aim 
in this volume of character studies of Pope, Gray, Cowper, Wordsworth, Coleridge, 
Byron, Shelley, Keats, and Edward Fitzgerald is to extract from personal letters 
evidence which will cnable the reader to see these men of genius in their true 
character. He recognises that the reputation of some of the poets he considers ‘will, 
in the long run, rest as firmly on their letters as on their poetry’, and his abundant 
quotations, while serving to illuminate character, also constitute a most engaging 
prose anthology. (826-08) 


English Satire and Humour 
JONATHAN SWIFT AND THE AGE OF COMPROMISE. 
Kathleen Williams. Constable, 35s. 1959. 24 cm. 248 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

The complexity of Swift’s nature—embracing on the one hand a passion for social 
justice which sought to foster man’s humanity to man, and on the other hand a 
detestation of mankind’s habits which bred in him an almost insane misanthropy— 
will long continue to make him a subject for literary and political speculation. Miss 
Williams proffers an interpretation of his work ‘based entirely on the writings them- 
selves and on their relation to ideas, attitudes, and literary methods current in his own 
day’, and she endeavours to correct what she regards as other scholars’ mistaken 
reading of, for example, Gulliver’s Travels. Swift’s purpose, in an age of confusion in 
which he found life ‘chaotic and difficult’, was, Miss Williams believes, to seck a 
balance between rationalism and enthusiasm, between optimism and cynicism, and to 
effect a reconciliation between passion and reason. (827-5) 


English Miscellany 
MYTHOLOGIES. W. B. Yeats. Macmillan, 21s. 1959. 23 cm. 378 pages. 
Frontispiece. 
This volume contains Yeats’s Irish fairytales and stories of folklore including the 
collection entitled The Celtic Twilight. Besides these the autobiographical fragment 
Rosa Alchemica records some early experiences in Yeats’s exploration of the mystical 
and the occult. These sections represent work of the 1890's and there are also the 
autobiographical chapters Per Amica Silentia Lunae published in 1917, which expound 
Yeats’s personal philosophy. The stories are fine examples of his prose style at its 
simplest. The other fragments display a far richer texture of thought and contain 
many of the philosophical ideas which provide vital clues to Yeats’s poetry.

German Literature 

THE THEATRE OF BERTOLT BRECHT. A Study from Eight 
Aspects. John Willet. Methuen, 36s. 1959. 24 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

A chronology of Brecht’s writings and a synopsis of each play, together with succinct 

information on dates, productions, publication, etc., are followed by eight chapters 

dealing with subject-matter, language, theatrical influences, music, theatrical practice, 

theory, politics, and Brecht’s impact in the English-speaking countries. The account 
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of Brecht as theorist and practical man of the theatre is well-balanced and wide- 
ranging. Though the criticism does not go deep, Brecht’s weaknesses are not ignored, 
and while the sporadic exposition would have benefited from a more skilful organisa- 
tion of the profusion of material, this is a valuable book for students of the theatre. 
Mr. Willett sketches in the literary, social, and political background of the plays, 
and his commentary is amply documented with quotations (in English), notes and 
bibliographies. The photographs which constitute part of the copious illustrations are, 
however, mostly too small and blurred. (832-91) 


French Literature 


THE HARRAP ANTHOLOGY OF FRENCH POETRY. Edited by 
Joseph Chiari. Harrap, 21s. 1958. 19 cm. 518 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
M. Chiari offers his anthology to the general reader and the university student: the 
former will find it the more useful, the latter should have read these poems already: 
to any reader it is convenient to have in one volume selections from major works, 
from the Chanson de Roland to the present day. It was a happy idea to include extracts 
from the tragedies of Corneille and Racine. The value of truncating other poems 
(c.g., a Fable of La Fontaine) is debatable, The introduction traces the history of 
French poetry throughout the centuries, with technical details on versification. In 
any further edition it would be helpful for the poets’ names to appear on the 
appropriate pages above the extracts. (841-08) 


Spanish Literature Mexican Literature 
ANTHOLOGY OF MEXICAN POETRY. Compiled by Octavio Paz. 
Translated from the Spanish by Samuel Beckett. Thames & Hudson, 35s. 1959. 
22 cm. 214 pages. 
This anthology, part of the UNESCO collection of representative works, includes 
poetry written by thirty-five Mexicans during the last four centuries and ranges from 
the Conquistadors to Alfonso Reyes, who is accounted one of the greatest con- 
temporary writers in Spanish. The translations are the work of the distinguished 
dramatist, Samuel Beckett; there is a preface by Sir Maurice Bowra, and Octavio Paz, 
who selected the poems, contributes a brief history of Mexican poetry. It would be 
difficult to find a more authoritative introduction to this fascinating field of literature 
and the book will be welcomed by all who care for poetry. (861-08) 


Greek Literature 
HOMER AND HIS CRITICS. The late Sir John L. Myres. Edited by 
Dorothea Gray. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 32s. 1958. 22 cm. 314 pages. Illustrations. 
References. Index. 
The distinguished Oxford ancient historian and archacologist, J. L. Myres, died in 
1954, and this volume of essays, most of which go back to the 1930’s, has been edited, 
with the addition of two essays incorporating recent developments not dealt with in 
the earlier chapters, by Miss D. Gray, Fellow of St. Hugh’s College, Oxford. The 
author is interested not only in the historical development of Homeric criticism, from 
antiquity to the 2oth century, but also in the fertilising effect of Homeric problems 
in other fields of scholarship, in literature, and even in art. There are some interesting 
and closely relevent illustrations and a comprehensive index. The book will be of 
great value to students of classical literature and ancient history, and some chapters 
will also appeal to readers with more general literary interests. (883)

Geography Travel Description 
THE MARCH WIND. Explorations behind the Iron Curtain. Desmond 
Donnelly. Collins, 18s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

As a member of Parliament and a contributor to the Sunday Times, the Observer and 
other publications Mr. Donnelly has become an able informant on current affairs. 
From 1952 onwards he has undertaken extensive journeys in Russia, China, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, East Germany and elsewhere behind the Iron Curtain in an attempt 
to obtain first-hand knowledge of conditions under communism. This conversational 
account of his experiences, and his comments on the three different types of commun- 
ism which he has seen in action, will have a general appeal. The book is attractively 
illustrated with photographs taken in the course of his travels. (914) 


BYZANTINE LEGACY. Cecil Stewart. Reprint. Allen & Unwin, 40s. 
1959. 25*5 cm. 202 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Map. Bibliography. Index. 
This travel diary of a journey through south-eastern Europe, Greece, Turkey and 
Italy was written by a research student of the Edinburgh School of Art shortly before 
World War II and first published in 1947. The author’s photographs and drawings 
help to give the book an individual and engaging quality. Enthusiasm for Byzantine 
art is expressed in unpretentious language which combines information and incident 
in pleasant proportion. The author, who is now Head of the Regional College of 
Art, Manchester, has not attempted to rewrite his youthful book. This second 
impression of it should appeal to a new generation who share with him the now 
widespread interest in travel to the ancient centres of Byzantine history and art.

THE TEARS OF ISIS. The Story of a New Journey from the Mouth 
to the Source of the River Nile. Richard Carrington. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 
1959. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The ascent of the Nile was popular with wealthy tourists before the war, and it is 

indeed interesting to hear what sort of conditions obtain nowadays. Starting in 

September 1955, the author and his wife accomplished the journey of some 5,500 

miles (including digressions) without difficulty, thanks to the assistance and 

hospitality of Egyptian, Sudanese, and Uganda officials. The book is written with 
skill and humour, with considerable sympathy for the new régimes. The photographs, 

some taken by the author, are excellent. (916-2) 


THE MOUNTAINS OF RASSELAS. An Ethiopian Adventure. Thomas 
Pakenham. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. 

From Oxford via the Levant Mr. Pakenham went to Ethiopia to discover the truth 

about Mount Wehni, the most impregnable of the prison-mountains on which the 

King’s male heirs, to prevent revolution, were traditionally incarcerated. With the 

co-operation of the Ethiopian authorities he made a number of journeys by mule 

and on foot through country largely unexplored and, though baulked of his main 
objective, was fortunate to discover at Bethlehem an entirely unknown medieval 
church of remarkable design. The author’s vivid descriptions of the landscape, 
architecture, wall-paintings, illuminated manuscripts and curious characters en- 
countered are shrewd and enchanting. This first work of a conscious artist will have 
a wide and enduring appeal. (916-3)

ICARUS. A Young Man in the Sahara. Axel Jensen. Translated from the 
Norwegian by Maurice Michael. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1959. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
An absorbing and powerfully written book, half travel journal, half autobiography. 
The author, a young Norwegian, determined to break loose from the trammels of 
Western life and to travel light in French North Africa in search of inward 
illumination. He writes without reserve and with a compelling imaginative insight 
of his scarifying adventures in the slums of Algiers and later in the outposts of the 
Sahara and the Touaregs’ country. At first glance he seems to have despaired of his 
native civilisation, but his book is written out of a painfully acquired maturity and 
he is essentially a writer who accepts what experience has to offer him. —_ (916-611) 


INCAS AND OTHER MEN. Travels in the Andes. George Woodcock. 
Faber, 25s. 1959. 22-5 cm. 268 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
A sober and thoughtful account of a visit to Peru. The author (of the University of 
British Columbia) is particularly interested in the study of Indian life and in arch- 
acology. In spite of mountain sickness and dysentery, and the discomforts of rail, 
air, and road transport, he was much impressed by what he saw of the mountain 
scenery and the Inca antiquities, but disturbed by the condition of the manual 
labourers. The photographs, from various sources, are good as far as they go, but 
they could with advantage have been more numerous. (918-5)

THE PRINCE CONSORT. A Political Biography. Frank Eyck. Chatto & 
Windus, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 270 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

The Prince Consort, husband of Queen Victoria, became her valued and, as history 
has since shown, beneficial adviser. This book shows him a man of liberal thought, 
experienced in constitutional government, assiduously learning British methods and 
affirming that the Crown should be above Party. He knew the aims and policies of 
the great political leaders from Melbourne to Palmerston. Always favouring moral 
and liberal leadership, he was repelled by the Bismarckian methods in unifying 
Germany. His famous dispatch on the “Trent Affair’, preventing war with the 
United States, was characteristic of his powers of reconcilation. The history student 
will find this a valuable book. (92) 


ANNE BRONTE: HER LIFE AND WORK. Ada Harrison and 
Derek Stanford. Methuen, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 252 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The youngest of the Bronté sisters has—perhaps understandably—been neglected by 

critics and biographers in favour of Charlotte and Emily. The present study is the 

first to be devoted solely to her life and work, and the greater part of it, by the late 

Ada Harrison, is biographical. While freely admitting that ‘in the vivid Bronté 

canvas Anne is a pale figure’, Mrs. Harrison feels that she was misunderstood and 

under-rated by Charlotte, who has been mainly responsible for the picture of her 
sister which has come down to us. Derek Stanford contributes an able and perceptive 
critical reassessment of Anne as a—largely autobiographical—poet, and as a novelist 

in her own right. (92) 


PAPER BOATS. E. M. Butler. Collins, 16s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 192 pages. 


A distinguished German scholar and biographer of Rilke, Miss Butler tells here the 
story of her varied career: carly education abroad, in Germany and France, ‘higher’ 
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education at home, at Cheltenham and Cambridge; experiences during the First 
World War in Russia—where she fell in love with the country and its people—and 
Macedonia; and various research fellowships and university lectureships, culminating 
in the Chair of German at Cambridge. Typical perhaps of her Irish ancestry, the 
author has always been something of a rebel against illiberalisn wherever she met it. 
Her projects and achievements are described with a disarming candour and modesty, 
agreeably spiced with humour, and give an illuminating inside picture of the rigours 
and rewards of research scholarship. (92) 


KATHLEEN FERRIER. Her Life by Winifred Ferrier, and A Memoir 
edited by Neville Cardus. Penguin Books, 5s. 1959. 18 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. 
Musical examples. Paper covers. 

It was a happy idea to reissue these two books as a single volume, the remarkably 

objective biography by her sister, and the volume of tributes written by seven of 

those who were associated with her musical life in various ways. The two books are 
to some extent complementary: they still read well after four or five years, and in 

this popular edition should help to perpetuate the memory of a great singer. —_ (92) 


THE FLAME TREES OF THIKA. Memories of an African childhood. 
Elspeth Huxley. Chatto & Windus, 16s. 1959. 22 cm. 288 pages. Frontispiece. 
Mrs. Huxley has established herself as a writer with an unusually intimate knowledge 
of Africa. The story of her initiation into this strange, primitive and mysterious world 
is most vividly recalled in her volume of childhood reminiscences. As a small girl in 
1913 she accompanied her parents—as resourceful, resilient and intrepid a pair of 
pioneers as ever set out with small knowledge but high hopes—to farm virgin 
territory in Kikuyu country. Native customs and legends, the habits of birds and 
animals, the personalities of their fellow-settlers, and such excitements as a leopard 
hunt, shooting a python, and the bewitching of a man by black magic, spring 
brilliantly to life through the perceptions of an alert and observant child. Mrs. Huxley 
has been fortunate in her material; and the quality of her writing—crisp, evocative, 
and often drily humorous—does her colourful experiences full-justice. (92) 


POPE JOHN XXIII. A Life of the New Pope. Andrea Lazzarini. Translated 
from the Italian by Michael Hatwell. Nelson, 12s.6d. 1959. 18-5 cm. 178 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

Many people will be anxious to hear something about the life of the newly elected 

Pope John XXIII. The author of this short biography, who has been literary editor 

of L’Osservatore Romano for some thirty years, has a personal knowledge of his 

subject. He describes the main events and achievements in the Holy Father’s life and 

illustrates his text with some interesting photographs. (92) 


THE STORY OF MY LIFE. Helen Keller. Introduction by Ralph Barton 
Perry. New revised and enlarged edition. Hodder & Stoughton, 3s.6d. 1959. 
17°5 cm. 320 pages. Index. Paper covers. 

Helen Keller has become a legendary figure, and her triumph over apparently in- 

superable disabilities is one of the great stories of our time. Blind and deaf from 

babyhood, she began to emerge at the age of seven from her world of darkness and 
silence through the devoted patience of her teacher, Anne Sullivan—thereafter to live 

a busy and fruitful life in the service of the handicapped. The present volume contains 

her now celebrated autobiography, a generous selection of her early letters, and a 
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supplementary account of her education which includes extracts from Anne Sullivan’s 
reports on her progress. Together these form a lasting testament to human tenacity 
and courage. (92) 


WILLIAM LYON MACKENZIE KING. A Political Biography. Robert 
M. Dawson. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada): Methuen, $7.50 : 6os. 
1958/59. 23°5 cm. $22 pages. Portrait. Index. 

The author of the classic, The Government of Canada, here traces with clear insight, 

lucid interpretation, scholarship and a human touch the development of the enig- 

matic, complex, contradictory character of the young Mackenzie King, who was 
to become Canada’s perennial prime minister. We see the intelligent upper middle- 
class boy evolve into the earnest young student, the industriously climbing deputy 
minister and member of Parliament who knew the right people, and the labour 
conciliator in the service of the Rockefellers or of Canada. There were few setbacks 

There was amazing luck; and there was an almost terrifying and childlike religious 

faith in God and his destiny; and no shadow of a doubt but that this must be for the 

good of Canada. The author leaves Mackenzie King, at the end of volume I, firmly 

established at forty-eight as prime minister of Canada. (92) 


EMANUEL LASKER. The Life of a Chess Master. J. Hannak. Translated 
from the German by Heinrich Fraenkel. Deutsch, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 320 pages. 
Diagrams. 

Albert Einstein has described Lasker as one of the most interesting people he came 

to know and the translator has served chess players well by providing an Anglo- 

American edition of Dr. Hannak’s comprehensive account, first published in German 

in 1952, of the great chess master’s life and best games. Although much of the book 

is devoted to an analysis of more than one hundred of Lasker’s greatest games, it 
should also have an interest for other than chess players. Lasker was not just a chess 
player but also a philosopher, mathematician and poet. The publication of this 
translation of a biography of a remarkable personality, who died in 1941 at the age 
of seventy-two, is a notable event marking a fine addition to chess literature. (92) 


BLAISE PASCAL. The Life and Work of a Realist. Ernest Mortimer. 
Methuen, 21s. 1959. 22 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Blaise Pascal was a mathematical genius who applied his outstanding gifts to enquiry 
into man’s spiritual condition. He is not an ‘easy’ writer: apart from the simpler 
Thoughts, translated extracts from which form the body of the last two chapters of 
this book, and which are as well known as any passages in French literature, his 
writings require serious application. Mr. Mortimer’s study presupposes some 
acquaintance with Pascal’s thought and with current scientific and philosophic 
problems. Pascal’s relations with his family, Port Royal and society are ably, though 
not always simply, portrayed: the unceasing, sometimes agonising search for truth 
is ever present. A noteworthy contribution to the literature of the subject. (92) 


ON MY OWN. Eleanor Roosevelt. Hutchinson, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 288 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 

In 1945, Mrs. Roosevelt began a new life of devoted work and travel in the service 

of her country and she writes here with charm and modesty of her experiences during 

these busy years. After the war, as Chairman of the Human Rights Commission of 

the United Nations, she worked side by side with the world’s leading politicians. In 
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later years her interest in the refugee problem and humanitarian work generally led 
to travel all over the globe and she records her impressions of talks with President 
Tito, the Emperor and Empress of Japan, and Mr. Khrushchev. Mrs. Roosevelt's 
observations on the political scene are always shrewd, but her deeply felt concern 
for the life of the individual everywhere adds a warm-hearted quality to her story 


and makes it a human document of permanent interest. (92) 


THE SEARCH FOR CAPTAIN SLOCUM. A Biography. Walter 
Magnes Teller. Deutsch, 21s. 1959. 21-5 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The hero of this book, Joshua Slocum, was born in Nova Scotia in 1844, but became 
an American citizen in 1869 and was the last of the great Yankee sailors and the first 
person to sail round the world alone. He accomplished this feat in 1895-8, in the 
Spray, a sloop built by himself (or created by him out of a derelict), without motor, 
radio, chronometer, insurance, money, or sponsors. His book, Sailing Alone Around 
the World, has passed through many editions and become a minor classic. Slocum’s 
end was as romantic as his career, for in 1909 he disappeared at sea, when sailing again 
alone in the Spray for an unknown destination. This biography is a well-documented 


compilation by an American admirer. A map of the New England coast would have 
been useful. (92) 


ETHEL SMYTH. A Biography. Christopher St. John. With additional 
chapters by V. Sackville-West and Kathleen Dale. Longmans, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 
336 pages. Illustrations. List of works. Index. 

As Dame Ethel’s literary executor, Miss St. John had access to a wealth of unpublished 

material. The composer, who lived to be 86, formed so many friendships and achieved 

so much that the book had to be selective, with special emphasis on the period up to 
about 1912. Miss St. John writes sympathetically, yet realistically, of her subject’s 
struggles, first for self-expression against her family and, later, to overcome the wide 
prejudice against women composers. Reading of the many frustrations and few 
musical successes of Dame Ethel’s career, of her training in Leipsic, and her restless 
early life in various parts of Europe, one can understand how her virile, tumultuous 
personality developed such amazing powers of attraction and repulsion. This admir- 
able volume forms a valuable complement to her own autobiographical works, which 
are minor masterpieces of English prose. (92) 


THE LIFE OF SAINT THOMAS AQUINAS. Biographical Documents. 
Edited with an Introduction and translated from the Latin by Kenelm Foster. 
Longmans, 30s. 1959. 24 cm. 184 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

Thomism is a system of doctrine expressed at a highly abstract level, and the human 

personality of its author has been buried beneath his own achievement. Father 

Kenelm Foster, O.P., who is Lecturer in Medieval History at Cambridge, attempts 

in this book to draw more attention to St. Thomas as a man and a Christian. To do 

this he has selected, translated and annotated various contemporary or near con- 
temporary biographical documents. These include the life of St. Thomas by Gui, the 
minutes of the first canonisation enquiry, and some chapters from a history of the 

Church by a fellow Dominican, Tolomeo of Lucca. (92) 


THE ART OF LIVING. Four Eighteenth-Century Minds. F. L. Lucas. 
Cassell, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 302 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 


In a previous volume (The Search for Good Sense) Mr. Lucas assessed the extent to 
which the guidance of life by reason was achieved by Johnson, Boswell, Chesterfield, 
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and Goldsmith. In this new book he pursues a similar quest in relation to Hume the 
philosopher-historian, Horace Walpole the indefatigable letter-writer and dilettante, 
Burke the impassioned yet scrupulous politician, and Benjamin Franklin whose ‘two 
great loves were Science and America’. He finds among the contradictory strains of 
thought and aspiration in his chosen quartet ‘the admirable eighteenth century 
tradition of intellectual honesty’ and other qualities he believes we might with 
advantage recapture today. But Mr. Lucas approaches these men first and foremost 
as human beings, fascinating and enigmatic, and the essays in this volume and its 
predecessor are not unworthy of the great age with which they deal. (920) 


BIOGRAPHICAL MEMOIRS OF FELLOWS OF THE ROYAL 
SOCIETY. 1958. Vol. 4. A New Series in continuation of Obituary 
Notices of Fellows of the Royal Society, Vols. 1-9 (1932-1954). The Royal Society, 30s. 
1958. 26 cm. 366 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 

There is little need to advertise the merits of the Royal Society’s Biographical 

Memoirs, a continuation of the volumes of Obituary Notices. They appear individually 

in the Society's Proceedings, and are collected in volume form. There is in English, no 

other source of biographies of recently dead scientists so good as these volumes. 

Although the articles are limited to Fellows and Foreign Members of the Royal 

Society, there are few names of importance omitted, for the obvious reason that the 

Fellowship is itself a measure of scientific importance. Each biography is provided 

with a full bibliography of its subject’s publications. (925) 


THE LORDS OF COBHAM HALL. Esmé Wingficld-Stratford. Cassell, 
$0s. 1959. 22 cm. 464 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
The ‘hero’ of this most attractive book is not an individual, nor even a family, but a 
house. The author, whose close connections with the historic residence, Cobham 
Hall, Kent, go back to Victorian times, has had at his disposal a rich supply of family 
documents from which to reconstruct its long and interesting history, and that of the 
members of the various families which have owned the estate since the Middle Ages. 
The story he has to tell is in itself worth while, and in his skilful hands it is admirably 
displayed. This is a piece of family history in which everyone interested in the general 
history of England, be they specialists or amateurs, will find much that illustrates 
the nature of English country life through the ages. (929-2) 


Genealogy and Heraldry 

HERALDIC STANDARDS AND OTHER ENSIGNS: Their 
Development and History. Robert Gayre. Oliver & Boyd, 35s. 1959. 25-5 cm. 
184 pages. Illustrations in colour. Diagrams. Index. 

A chapter on heraldic flags is included in most of the standard manuals of heraldry 

but this is the first time a detailed study of the subject has been published in book 

form. The author, who is the British adviser to the Heraldic College of Rome, treats 

of the history and usage of the pennon, the banner, the guidon, the standard, the 

streamer, the banderolle and the armorial flag. There is an illustrated description of 

famous household badges of some historic families and a chapter is devoted to that 

architectural outpost of armorial display, the heraldic weather-vane. (929-9) 


World War Il 

WORLD WITHIN. A Borneo Story. Tom Harrisson. Cresset Press, 30s. 
1959. 22°§ cm. 362 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

Mr. Harrisson has won a well-earned reputation as founder of Mass-Observation, 
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television personality, traveller and author. In February 1945, as a member of ‘Z’ 
Special Unit, he parachuted into Sarawak to lead the hill tribes to war against the 
Japanese. The first third of the book is an extremely valuable anthropological 
description of the ex-head-hunting Kelabit tribes, and in particular of the inmates of 
the Bario long-house—a fascinating community of immense virility and varied 
culture. The remainder is a personal account of the author’s preparatory intelligence 
work and of the Australian campaign in Borneo, which lasted from 1oth June to 
8th November, 1945. This is an important and exceptionally delightful book, 
breaking new ground in two directions and written in a humorous, appropriately 
violent style, and well produced and illustrated. The author still resides in Sarawak 
as government ethnologist and curator of the Sarawak Museum. (940-5426) 


H.M. SMALL SHIPS. Warren Armstrong. Muller, 18s. 1959. 20 cm. 
210 pages. Illustrations. 
This is the intimate story, compiled with Admiralty authority and assistance, of 
Coastal Forces, Royal Navy. After a brief history of the men who in World War I 
laid the foundations of the motor-boat Navy, it touches on the intervening years and 
then deals in thrilling detail with actions in World War Il, including Dunkirk, the 
Mediterranean, the St. Nazaire raid, Hong Kong, the Normandy landing, and a host 
of fights with German E-boats and sorties into enemy waters. The task of constant 
vigilance in defence, dashing ingenuity in attack and faithful protection of short 
convoys was fulfilled to the uttermost. (940-545) 


Britain British Commonwealth Scotland 
THE HIGHLANDS. Calum I. Maclean. Batsford, 25s. 1959. 22 cm. 216 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. Index. 

The author, formerly a collector of Hebridean folklore on behalf of the Irish Folklore 
Commission and now on the staff of the School of Scottish Studies in the University 
of Edinburgh, writes as a Gaelic-speaking Highlander interpreting ‘the traditional 
background, culture and ways of life’ of the Scottish Highlands. After a general 
sketch of the history of the Highlands and the clans, he describes the different arcas 
one by one and his wanderings in search of people who still remembered the old 
tales and songs. He is a passionate nationalist, and has much to say about the Jacobite 
risings, the Sutherland clearances, and the grievious wrongs inflicted on the Highland 
population. The book will appeal to devotees of Gaelic culture, not to the average 
tourist. The photographs, though superb, have little connection with the book’s 
leit-motiv. (941 1) 


BRITAIN. An Official Handbook. 1959 edition. Central Office of Information. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 21s. 1959. 24-5 cm. $48 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is the tenth annual volume in this excellently illustrated series which, though 

originally designed to give people in foreign countries an idea of British life and 

institutions, has become equally popular at home. It covers a variety of subjects, 
including government and administration, defence, social welfare, housing, the 
churches, promotion of the sciences and the arts, the national economy, industry, 
transport and communications, labour, finance, trade, sound and television broad- 
casting and the press, giving under each heading the names of the relevant government 
departments, rescarch associations and similar organisations and factual and statistical 
information from official and other authoritative sources. (942) 
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THE EMPIRE AND COMMONWEALTH YEAR BOOK 1958-9. 
Edited by Ronald S. Russell. 7th edition. Newman Neame, 50s. 1958. 22 cm. 
$92 pages. Map. Index. 

With the many changes that are taking place in the modern Commonwealth, a 

general handbook of this nature is extremely useful. It falls into three parts; a general 

one describing the official and unofficial organisations in the United Kingdom 
concerned with Commonwealth matters, and listing officials, etc.; a second listing 

all the territories of the Commonwealth with brief statistical information; and a 

third concerned with details of production and industry arranged by subject. It is 

unfortunate that the revision of this edition seems to have been inadequate, as many 
of the details relate to more than a year ago and the usefulness of such a compilation 

is seriously hampered if it is out of date when published. (942) 


THE GREAT CIVIL WAR. A Military History of the First Civil War 
1642-1646. Alfred H. Burne and Peter Young. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 36s. 1959. 
22 cm. 272 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Indexes. 

In the bibliography of England’s major Civil War the purely military side, except 

for local accounts, has hitherto found no place. The omission is now rectified in this 

scholarly work by two able military historians. The war is treated by regions, West, 

North and Centre, and battles are considered in all available detail, much of which is 

new. The Royalists, who enjoyed an undisputed commander in Charles I, gained 

their successes in the first part of the war, and then the pendulum swung in favour of 
the Parliamentary side, conducted by a Committee (Cromwell had yet to appear as 

a leader). The authors have not hesitated to express their views and opinions, and the 

result is a carefully constructed and original history of the gravest of all national 

calamities—civil war. (942-062) 


RURAL RIDES. William Cobbett. Edited with Notes and Introduction by 
E. W. Martin. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. $42 pages. Illustrations by Gillray. 
(Macdonald Illustrated Classics) 

The span of William Cobbett’s life (1763-1835) coincided with the period of the 

Industrial Revolution and the first effects it was having on agricultural life. Cobbett, 

the son of a small farmer and innkeeper and reared in the rural traditions, was to be 

the pungent commentator of all these changes. Between 1822 and 1829 he rode 
round many parts of southern England and, with the eye of a practical farmer, saw 
what was happening to farms, farmers, and labourers. He published an account of 
his travels in Rural Rides (1830) and gained a permanent place in English literature. 
How this farmer’s boy acquired his Swiftean style and became Britain’s foremost 
pamphleteer is excellently told in the introduction. (942-074) 


Poland 

PORTRAIT OF POLAND. Bernard Newman. Hale, 18s. 1959. 22 cm. 
222 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

Bernard Newman—author of travel books, spy stories and serious books on political 

affairs—has visited Poland twelve times in the last thirty years and views the present 

state of that country in its historical perspective. The result is an informative, vividly 

written account of a land and people for which he has great sympathy and under- 
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standing. Especially interesting is what he has to say about the development of the 
western territories added to the map of Poland after the last war. (943-8) 


France 
THE DECLINE OF THE THIRD REPUBLIC. Edited by James Joll. 
Chatto & Windus, 16s. 1959. 22 cm. 128 pages. (St. Antony’s Papers, No. 5) 

This book is a valuable contribution to the study of pre-war France. It consists of 
four essays, three by Oxford historians Max Beloff, James Joll and W. F. Knapp, and 
one by John Sherwood of Columbia University. The first is on the Paris riots of 
6th February, 1934, why they failed and what the result would have been if they had 
succeeded. The second is entitled “The Making of the Popular Front’ and is followed 
by ‘The Rhineland Crisis of March 1936’, and an account of the last ten years in the 
life of Georges Mandel who was known as Clemenceau’s éminence grise and who 
was assassinated by the Germans in 1944. (944-08) 


Middle East 


MIDDLE EASTERN AFFAIRS. Number One. Chatto & Windus, 16s. 
1959. 22 cm. 142 pages. (St. Antony’s Papers, No. 4) 
This collection comprises papers on the present political and social scenes and some 
of an historical nature, among which Hourani gives a balanced survey of the political 
background prior to July 1958, showing the position of the Great Powers during the 
last century as compared with today. Waqf (Mortmain) Reform in Egypt by Baer 
and Labour Affairs in Egypt by Audsley show the end of an outworn system and 
the improvement in the lot of the workers since the 1952 Revolution. The research 
by Kelly on the Treaties in the Persian Gulf is valuable without touching on the 
present problems, and Khedourie on the diaries of Sakakini, an Orthodox Christian 
of Palestine, is particularly interesting. An excellent collection for the student and the 
general reader. (956) 


SYRIA. A Short History. Being a condensation of the author's History of 
Syria including Lebanon and Palestine. Philip K. Hitti. Macmillan, 21s. 1959. 20 cm. 
282 pages. Maps. Index. 

In 1951 the author published his long history of Syria and this is a shortened version. 

Syria is the Syria of the Roman Province and includes the Palestine of yesterday and 

the lands of the Phoenicians, but after 1918 the term Syria refers to the republic and 

the story ends, later than in the larger book, with the ‘new act in the drama of Arab 
history’, the merging with the United Arab Republic in 1958. The student will find 
the larger volume more useful but for the general reader this is an admirably concise 
story of the lands which have had so much significance for the Christians, Jews and 
Moslems of the world. (956-9) 


THE SEAT OF PILATE. An Account of the Palestine Mandate. John 
Marlowe. Cresset Press, 30s. 1959. 22 cm. 302 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
Much has been written on the subject of Palestine, the period of the Mandate and 
after, but it has always proved a difficult subject for objective writing. This latest 
publication, however, bears the stamp of careful study and excellent documentation. 
The writer recreates the atmosphere of post World War I and the muddled thinking 
of the time, the chapters are short and well written, and the maps well illustrate the 
text. A good book for the student of Middle East history. (956-94)

CANADIANS IN THE MAKING. A Social History of Canada. Arthur 
R. M. Lower. Longmans (Toronto, Canada), $7.50. 1958. 23-5 cm. 476 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
Much has been written describing life in specific areas of Canada, but this is probably 
the first attempt to depict the development of a Canadian people as a whole and 
throughout the country’s history, and to show how environment has influenced the 
direction of this growth. The author, Douglas Professor of Canadian History in 
Queen’s University, Kingston, Ontario, has a stimulating style that makes history 
interesting to the layman. The lists of authoritative sources at the ends of the chapters 
and the thorough index contribute to this bc ok’s usefulness for reference work.

THE LITTLE DIFFERENCE. P. B. Abercrombie. Gollancz, 13s.6d. 1959. 
19 cm. 208 pages. 

Vivian Mudge is one of the most enchanting heroines of recent fiction; and her advent 
as an improbable new teacher causes a small revolution in the cloistered precincts of a 
girls’ progressive school. The novel contains some telling satire at the expense of 
publishers’ ‘finds’—from a fabulous, but bogus, explorer to a latter-day Amanda Ros 
whose comic masterpiece has been perpetuated in a spirit of earnest solemnity. Miss 
Abercrombie has a maliciously acute eye for naiveté and ineptitude, both social and 
amorous, and her gay and witty novel is delectably entertaining. 


THE BRIDGE ON THE DRINA. Ivo Andrié. Translated from the 

Serbo-Croat by Lovett F. Edwards. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1959. 20 cm. 314 pages. 
M. Andrié’s novel is concerned with one of the famous bridges of the Balkans, built 
in the 16th century at the Bosnian town of ViSegrad. His narrative stretches over four 
centuries from the Turkish domination to the last years of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, when the bridge is blown up, and it interweaves the personal histories of 
many of the natives of ViSegrad. Written in a leisurely style, which admirably suits 
the author’s scholarly gifts, the novel provides a wonderfully rich tapestry of the life 
of the Bosnian people, their sufferings, their traditions and their struggle for inde- 
pendence. 


THE LOVING CUP. Derek Barton. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1959. 20 cm. 
270 pages. 

Stuart Rowlandson, an Englishman of good family, has been employed by an oil 
company in Arabia but has resigned after an unfortunate incident. Back in England, 
trying a variety of unsuitable jobs, he constantly encounters a South African girl who 
attracted him on the voyage home. He resists his growing love for her until she is due 
to return to South Africa. Then he abducts her. The author’s fifth novel, this cleverly- 
constructed story sheds a revealing light on contemporary England. Slow-moving at 
the beginning, it works up to an exciting finish. 


THE WHITE ROOM. Elizabeth Coatsworth. Dent, 12s.6d. 1959. 22 cm. 
144 pages. Illustrations by George W. Thompson. 

High Farm stands on a lonely hilltop overlooking the coast of New England. It belongs 

to Laura but is badly managed by her husband Gus. Beset by worries from outside, 
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Laura, Gus, and their three children are also inwardly disturbed by the presence of 
Gus’s elder sister who lives with them and whose sly, domineering influence under- 
mines their family life and their self-confidence. Laura has to pass through a harrowing 
experience before she finds the strength to assert herself in her own home and take 
firm action against her sister-in-law. The lonely countryside and the wintry elements 
play an integral part in this simple but beautifully told story. 


WEST COAST STORIES. Edited by H. Drake-Brockman. Angus & 

Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 20s. : 15s. 1959. 21 cm. 270 pages. 
Twenty-three members of the Fellowship of Australian Writers, Western Australian 
Section, contributed to this volume of short stories which includes an essay by Walter 
Murdoch and two historical studies. The writing is well balanced in subject matter and 
style, recreating incidents from the lives of pioneers, squatters, farmers, goldminers, 
New Australians and others. Edited by a writer and anthropologist, the publication is 
a tribute to Joseph Furphy, author of Such is Life, and while the setting is Western 
Australian, the reputation of the authors and the choice of themes make it a repre- 
sentative Australian collection. 


A GAP IN THE SPECTRUM. Marilyn Duckworth. Hutchinson (New 
Authors), 138.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 192 pages. 

A prolonged spell of amnesia is the subject of Miss Duckworth’s first novel. Her young 
heroine finds herself in a dingy London room without any knowledge of her surround- 
ings. Occasional clues come to her in the form of letters from her unremembered 
fiancé in New Zealand, and the story, told in the first person, is unfolded as a painful 
effort to adjust to the present without probing very closely into the past. The opening 
scenes skilfully communicate the sufferer’s tenuous grip on reality, though the theme, 
kept within these limits, is a slight one to bear the weight of a novel. 


THE FOLLOWING SEASONS. Donald Ford. Bodley Head, 15s. 1959. 
18-5 cm. 288 pages. 

An academic knowledge of psychology is not often found together with the imagina- 
tive understanding of people needed by the novelist. Mr. Ford can create living 
characters and in this novel (the first of a planned trilogy) he shows a remarkable 
understanding of the complexities of love within the family and between man and 
woman, though some readers might feel there is too much overt analysis of feeling 
and motive. There is little external plot; the interest is entirely in the developing 
relationships between daughter, father, step-mother in one family and an old widower, 
his daughter and her illegitimate son in another. Despite a tendency to over-write 
occasionally, both dialogue and incident are well handled and the setting—a Welsh 
mountain village—is wholly convincing. 


THE RUINED BOYS. Roy Fuller. Deutsch, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 248 pages. 

The theme of Mr. Fuller’s novel is less sensational than his title. drawn from one of 
W. H. Auden’s poems, might suggest, It is « «ey of an inferior English preparatory 
school, written with sympaekor Might and an extremely keen sense of comedy. The 
story frome eenever OF a New boy, his anxiety to conform, and his gradual emanci- 
ysun until he becomes capable of judging the stupidity of his seniors for himself and 
of beginning to form his own standards. The author POssesses an impressive command 


of school slang, and he convinces by his ability to present the situation in turn of boys 
and of masters. 
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THE SEED. Pierre Gascar. Translated from the French by Merloyd Lawrence. 
Deutsch, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

This short novel is set in a small out-of-the-way town in Southern France. The 
narrator is a ten-year-old boy whose mother has died and who has been sent away to 
this remote province to live with uncongenial foster parents. Deprived of family love, 
he sets out to educate himself in the ways of the world, earns his own pocket-money 
and hardens his disposition. The story is comparatively uneventful, but it presents a 
striking picture of the apparent callousness and the harsh self-interest of a country life 
perpetually oppressed by poverty, seen through the eyes of a child. 


MRS. PANOPOULIS. Jon Godden. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 

Wealthy, lonely Isa Panopoulis is a woman of elegance, wit and compelling personality 
who has lived her life to the full. Travelling with her to Portuguese East Africa is her 
great-niece, Flora, pretty but dull, whose affair with a young tobacco farmer, Martin, 
has reached a deadlock. They visit a small coral island and in the dramatic atmosphere 
surrounding the island fort, the prison, and the hotel where an Englishman has just 
been murdered, Mrs. Panopoulis resigns herself to the inevitability of old age. She 
settles the problems of Martin and Flora and herself finds a new inner peace. The story 
is sensitively written in a gentle, urbane style from which the old woman emerges as 
a matriarch of irresistible feminine charm. 


AGAINST NATURE. J. -K. Huysmans. A New Translation of A Rebours 
by Robert Baldick. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 220 pages. Paper covers. 
(Penguin Classics) 

Huysman’s best-known novel outside France was written in the 1810's when its author 
was thirty-six. It rapidly achieved a succés de scandale as a kind of breviary of decadence, 
but has held its position as one of the genuinely influential and representative books of 
the Symbolist movement and in fact it was truly prophetic of many of the tendencies 
that have since manifested themselves in Western art and literature. The story des- 
cribes the attempts of a wealthy aristocrat to achieve a self-centred happiness through 
every refinement of experience, now ascetic, now sensual. Huysman’s style defies an 
exact rendering, but the translator, who contributes an excellent introduction, has 
achieved a vigorous and extremely readable version. 


SKYLIGHT. Robert Yates Kittredge. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 15s. 1959. 20°5 cm. 
250 pages. 

Max Freed, a New York sculptor, gets involved with gangsters on account of a young 
prostitute whom he encounters at a night class in sculpture, which he is taking for a 
sick friend. Thrown together by an accidental killing which he commits in her 
defence, they fall in love. Freed achieves integrity as an artist and a man, before the 
pursuing gangsters finally catch up with him. The atmosphere of artistic activity 
against a background of impending violence is well done. The author is himself a 
sculptor. 


THE FABLE AND THE FLESH. Michael Lewis—r--1.41g & Nicolson, 

16s. 1959. 20 cm. 320 pages. 
A long and unusually detailed first novel set in the literary world of London. Denis 
Fielding, the central character, is a young but established bookseller, who also has 
aspirations to authorship. He becomes emotionally involved with the two daughters 
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of a recently dead novelist, on whose biography he is working. The second of these 
attachments is an elaborately conceived love-hate relationship, which comes to 
dominate each one of the hero’s activities. There are amusing sketches of his associates 
in the book and publishing trades, and the author shows decided promise, but his 
novel is loosely constructed and would have profited greatly by cutting. 


A THREAD OF SCARLET. Bruce Marshall. Collins, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 
2506 pages. 

Mr. Marshall’s novel portrays the career of Donald Campbell, from his ordination as 
a young priest in the Edwardian era to his death as a Cardinal. The plot is unfolded 
with an engaging vigour, particularly in the scenes of the First World War and the 
hero’s later missions in many countries. The author uses his command of ecclesiastical 
Latin and his knowledge of the theologians to extremely witty effect. Some readers 
may be surprised at the outspokenness and jocularity which he attributes to the 
hierarchy. But while his story is told in warmly human terms, there can be no doubt 
of his admiration for the labours of the priesthood he describes. 


CHILDREN OF THE ALBATROSS. Ansis Nin. Peter Owen, 15s. 1959. 
19 cm. 182 pages. 

This novel makes little attempt at a connected plot, but is conceived as a series of 
lyrical descriptions of the experience of Djuna, a former ballet-dancer living in Paris, 
and her circle. She is a woman of forty, whose only friends are associates of the ballet 
world, men who tend to attract her only by their least mature qualities. The core of 
the book is the account of her love affair with a much younger man who finally leaves 
her. Its interest lies in the portrayal in poetic language of the clash of an autumnal and 
an adolescent passion, but the final impression is of a fragment rather than of a 
complete novel. 


MADEMOISELLE B—. Nancy Pearson. Collins : Harvill Press, 12s.6d. 1959. 
20°§ cm. 160 pages. 

The narrator in this unusual first novel is a seventeen-year-old girl sent to a finishing 
school in France. Solitary and over-imaginative, she makes no friends among her con- 
temporaries, but fastens all her affection—which swiftly turns to passion—upon one 
of the teachers, the strange, remote Mademoiselle B. The feverish intensity of 
adolescent love, and the girl’s subsequent shock and revulsion at the final revelation 
of the truth about her idol, are vividly communicated; as is the atmosphere of the 
school—a mansion alive with presences from the past which seem often more real 
than its present inhabitants. 


HOMER AND THE AETHER. John Cowper Powys. Macdonald, 16s. 
1959. 20 cm. 298 pages. 

Mr. Powys finds The Iliad a greater poem than the werk taithfully the Universar 
Milton or Goethe, on the ground thaguity more natural.

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THE KINGDOM UNDER THE SEA. Henri Queffélec. Translated from 

the French by Len Ortzen. Arthur Barker, 13s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 224 pages. 
A novel, imaginatively translated, about Breton fishermen who ply their trade in 
the Atlantic. Jean, the skipper of the Gamineur, accidentally discovers a rich new 
fishing ground and swears his crew to secrecy in the hope that he will regain his wife 
Madeleine’s love and respect when he brings back better catches than his competitors, 
However, misunderstanding his motives and resentful at her husband’s seeming in- 
difference, Madeleine uses the secret as a weapon of revenge. This dramatic conflict of 
violent emotions between naturally proud and reserved people is pictured against the 
timeless drama of man’s fight with the sea which the author, himself a Breton, des- 
cribes in rich and evocative language. 


BEFORE NOON. A Novel in Three Parts. Ramon J. Sender. Translated 
from the Spanish by Willard R. Trask and Florence Hall Sender. Gollancz, 21. 
1959. 20°§ cm. 416 pages. 

Ramon Sender, the Spanish novelist, who now lives in America, here tells the story 
of the boyhood of Pepe and his growing up in Spain before the First World War. 
The tempo of the book is slow but never dull, for realistic detail, sharp observation 
and a sensitive exploration of the wonders and torments of childhood all combine to 
make an enthralling story. Gently ironical, sometimes humorous, always restrained, 
this is a novel in the finest Spanish tradition, informed with both compassion and 
tolerance. The story is told in three parts, of which only the first has previously been 
translated into English. 


THE BREAKING OF BUMBO. Andrew Sinclair. Faber, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 
200 pages. 
An original and accomplished first novel. Its hero, after a brilliant career at Eton 
and Cambridge, is posted to the Brigade of Guards for his National Service. He is 
precociously clever, athletic, debonair, unstable in character and fatally conscious of 
the incongruity between his suburban origins and his new surroundings. His year of 
service plunges him into the world of fashion models and debutante dances and ends 
in disgrace when he incites his men to disaffection at the Suez crisis. Written in a 
heightened and mannered prose, the story is told with great assurance and has a keen 
satirical edge. 


MEMENTO MORI. Muriel Spark. Macmillan, 15s. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
254 pages. 

An extremely accomplished performance in the peculiar vein of comedy blended 
with the macabre which Miss Spark has created for hersclf. The story is concerned 
with a circle of elderly Londoners, all in their seventies and eighties, and their former 
retainers. It probes their awareness of the approach of death, of which several are 
reminded by an anonymous voice on the telephone. The plot is ingeniously worked 
out and the dialogue witty and composed with a remarkable understanding of the 
preoccupations of the ell, their failures of memory and their growing self- 
absorption. 


THE PEOPLE OF HEMSO. August Strindberg. Transta.- . Pa 
Swedish by Elspeth Harley Schubert. Cape, 15s. 1959. 19°5 cm. 220 pages. 
This translation of Hemséborna is welcome. To those who are accustomed to think 
of Strindberg as a tortured, unhappy genius, it will come as a surprise. The People 
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of Hemsé revolves around the inhabitants of an island in the Stockholm archipelago, 
and its characterisation is shrewd, on occasion merciless, but always entertaining. 
There is humour unspoiled by bitterness and much rumbustious comedy. Strindberg 
wrote it partly to obtain much-needed funds, but also for his own amusement and 
the problems that beset so much of his other work have no serious place in this. It is 
good reading and Mr. P. F. D. Tennant’s introduction is excellent. 


SO WILD THE HEART. Geoffrey Trease. Macmillan, 16s. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
318 pages. 
Mr. Trease’s hero combines a number of the characteristic qualities of the young 
English Romantic poets of the 1820’s. Thomas Adam is a poor village boy discovered 
and patronised by a country clergyman and finally sent to Oxford where he wins a 
fellowship. His academic researches take him to France and Italy, where he mingles 
in revolutionary intrigue, meets the expatriate English colony, falls in love with an 
American girl and composes a brilliant poetic lampoon on Oxford life. The scene 
and the period are deftly sketched and the story offers agreeable light entertainment. 


THE V.I.P. Elleston Trevor. Heinemann, 16s. 1959. 20 cm. 302 pages. 

A contemporary revolution in an Eastern European state is the theme of Mr. Trevor's 
latest novel. The long-exiled king of the country secretly leaves Geneva for London 
as the fighting breaks out. He vanishes on arrival and his whereabouts become a 
matter of grave concern to supporters and antagonists alike. The uprising is described 
mainly in terms of its effect upon the king and his entourage during their enforced 
hiding. The peculiar unreality of emigré life in such circumstances is skilfully repre- 
sented, although a romantic element is dragged rather improbably into the plot. 


THE TOURNAMENT. Peter Vansittart. Bodley Head, 15s. 1959. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 

An historical novel set in an imaginary French duchy late in the Middle Ages. Mr. 
Vansittart has contrived an eventful narrative which includes dynastic intrigue, 
courtly love, a formal tournament and an outbreak of the plague. However, the 
appeal of his book consists not so much in a sequence of historical events or the 
dramatic interplay of plot and character as in its rich descriptive texture and its 
imaginative elaboration of countless details. The technique is somewhat reminiscent 
of Fr. Rolfe’s Don Tarquinio, and the Middle Ages are brought to life through the 
author’s skill in representing the significant symbols in the lives of duke or poet, 
priest or peasant. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
CONTACT MR. DELGADO. James Pattinson. Harrap, 12s.6d. 1959. 
20 cm. 204 pages. 

The author, an experienced writer of seafaring stories, relates how Harvey Landon, 
ex-naval officer turned adventurer, undertakes to assist an old friend who is plotting 
to overthrow the Central Government in his country. Given the hazardous assignment 
of conveying a letter to Mr. Delgado in New York to enlist his help in supplying 
aircraft to the revolutionaries, he gets himself smuggled out of the country and 
accepted as a deck-hand on an oil-tanker bound for Philadelphia. But two government 
agents join the ship intent on intercepting the letter, and the tale moves swiftly 
through coincidence and suspense, action and violence to a wholly unexpected 
dénouement.

MEMOIRS OF A NUN (La Religicuse). Denis Diderot. Translated from the 
French by Francis Birrell. Reprint. Elek Books, 16s. 1959. 20 cm. 222 pages. 
(Masterpieces of World Literature) 

A young woman, forced against her will to enter a convent, is subjected during her 
novitiate to abnormally rigorous physical mortifications. She contrives a transfer to 
another convent where indolence, wantonness and a corrupt Mother Superior 
disturb the balance of her mind. Escape to the world brings no relief, but death from 
suffering. As a picture of convent life, La Religieuse, written in 1760, is clearly 
exaggerated. It is partly a practical joke, but should be read as a novel of character 
and feeling. Its subtle treatment of the theme of female perversion in three different 
forms is surprisingly modern and is admirably helped by the unpretentious clarity 
of the English translation. 


WHERE ANGELS FEAR TO TREAD. E. M. Forster. Reprint. 

Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 160 pages. Paper covers. 
Mr. Forster’s first novel is also one of the best examples of his highly original blend 
of social comedy, spasmodically interrupted by melodramatic incident. The story 
moves between East Anglia and Italy. An English widow, suddenly released from a 
dominating mother-in-law, marries a young Italian dentist, much to her relatives’ 
disapproval, and dies after giving birth to a son. The comedy develops through the 
mission of her priggish brother-in-law to retrieve the baby. The almost deliberate 
improbabilities of the story are quite swept away by the sparkle of the talk and the 
psychological wisdom of the comedy. 


THE LONELY PASSION OF MISS JUDITH HEARNE. Brian Moore. 
Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1959. 18 cm. 224 pages. Paper covers. 

The heroine of this by turns grim and comic novel is a middle-aged piano teacher, 
lonely and hard-up, leading a starved bedsitting-room existence in Belfast. Hungry 
for the love which—partly through her own ludicrous over-cagerness—is continually 
denied her, she takes increasing refuge in the consolations of the bottle, until the final 
dashing of her dreams brings her to inevitable disaster. Arch and roguish in her 
ever-hopeful thoughts, pathetic in temptation and in the rowdy antics of tipsiness, 
Judith Hearne, is a grotesque; yet her predicament powerfully compels our pity, 
and the author has excelled in portraying her drab and seedy background. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

WILD LIKE THE FOXES. The True Story of an Eskimo Girl. Anauta. 

Dennis Dobson, 10s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. 

Older girls will enjoy this story of Alea, a motherless Eskimo girl brought up alone 
with her father and brother (apart from a short period of education in England) to 
share with them all the hardships and dangers of a trapper’s life in the Canadian 
Arctic. Based on the life of the author’s own mother, it has the ring of authenticity 
and the three main characters are charmingly portrayed. 


LINE OF ATTACK. Michel Bourguignon. Translated from the French by 
John Buchanan-Brown. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 182 pages. Illustrations 
by Geraldine Spence. 

Between the villages of Belmont and Carmarec, in Britanny, there is a feud. Some 
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boys and one girl from the former succeed in putting a disused diesel-train and 
railway line into operation, in order to carry the war into the enemy camp. The 
author does not tone down the boy’s considerable ferocity; but when both gangs 
meet a really dangerous situation they call off hostilities, and later shame their elders 
into abandoning the feud. This is an excellent story, suitable for the younger ’teen- 
agers. 


PERIWINKLE. Holly Bourne. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 110 pages. 
Illustrations by the author. 

Periwinkle is a very small mermaid, discovered by the Pringle children among the 
herrings at the back of a fish-shop. She settles down happily in their household, until 
a domestic mishap leads her to migrate to a local pond. Here the ducks are unfriendly, 
but luckily the children are due to leave for a seaside holiday in Cornwall and can 
return her to her native element. The holiday is a great success, even though 
Periwinkle narrowly escapes being carried off in a lobster-pot and presented to the 
Zoo. 


FOUR WHEEL DRIFT. Bruce Carter. Bodley Head, t0s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
192 pages. (Earlham Library) 

A competently written, fast-moving story which will appeal to all young people 
interested in motor sport. Nick Bailey, twenty-one years old, is tired of selling 
secondhand cars for an unscrupulous employer. A fortunate meeting leads him into 
motor racing and he finds himself driving, with increasing success, in major events 
until he wins a Grand Prix. The technical background is well handled with- 
out swamping the story or boring the non-technical reader and there is ample 
excitement and incident. Four Wheel drift is one of a new series intended to fill the 
gap between children’s and adult novels, and it does precisely this. 


SEVEN DAYS WONDER. Elizabeth Denys. Collins, 8s.6d. 1959. 19-5 cm. 
160 pages. Illustrations by Margery Gill. 

There have been many stories recently about modern children who are enabled by 
magic to return to the past. Here is one about a little Victorian girl who is transported 
to the future and finds herself living among her own 2oth century descendants. She 
finds much to marvel at: bathrooms, motor-cars, telephones and television. She soon 
becomes accustomed to the ‘immodesty’ of modern clothes and to the free-and-casy 
manners of modern children, but she is distressed by the speed and clamour of our 
noisy century and after a week she returns happily to her own time. 


PINKY PYE. Eleanor Estes. Constable, 12s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 192 pages. 
Illustrations by Edward Ardizzone. 

An engaging story from America, about a family of children whose father, an 
ornithologist, takes them to Fire Island (a small island off the coast of Long Island) 
where he is on an official bird-watching assignment. The children, all animal-lovers, 
find themselves involved in mysteries with which their pets are concerned. Why is 
the old cat, Grace, so interested in the attic window? Why do Ben’s caged grass- 
hoppers vanish during the night? Has the pygmy owl really been drowned? Above 
all, what is the highly-intelligent waif-kitten, Pinky, up to? The tale is full of humour 
and suspense. 


END OF TERM. Antonia Forest. Faber, 12s.6d. 1959. 21 cm. 238 pages. 
Another book about the Marlow sisters and their friends at the rather unconventional 
girls’ boarding-school which they attend, where pets are allowed and even Nicola 
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Marlow’s tame falcon is accepted by the tolerant authorities. Much of the interest of 
the story lies in the account of the preparation and performance of the school Nativity 
Play, and Miss Forest introduces an interesting and serious theme when she shows 
how it leads the children to discuss problems of religious faith as seen from their 
different standpoints as members of the English, Roman Catholic and Jewish 
churches. 


THE DOG THAT MARCHED TO MOSCOW. Ernest A. Gray. 
Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 224 pages. Maps by Joan Emerson. Bibliography. 
(Earlham Library) 

A novel for older "teen-agers about Napoleon’s ill-fated Russian campaign, by a 

Fellow of the Royal Society of Medicine who writes clearly and excitingly without 

‘writing down’. The poodle Bijou, referred to in the title, is an historical character, 

mentioned in Bourgogne’s Memoirs, but the real interest of the book lies in its view 

of the war as seen by a French medical officer. The descriptions of battles, hardships 
and privations, and of the grim emergency medical treatment of the time, make 
exhilarating, if gruesome, reading, 


MUSIC AT PENDRAGON. Paula Harris. Dent, 12s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
188 pages. Illustrations by Ruth Gervis. 

A story about a group of young music lovers at a summer residential school of music, 
pleasantly written and continuously interesting, and giving convincing pictures of 
the musicians, professional and amateur, young and not so young, who comprise 
the staff and students. Two talented girls are encouraged to study for a professional 
career, one as a singer, the other as an accompanist. Among their friends who are 
content to remain amateurs are two who had previously thought of themselves only 
as listeners, but who learn with delight that they too can join in music-making. 


WITH MOORE AT CORUNNA. G. A. Henty. Latimer House: Macdonald, 
6s. 1959. 19 cm. 224 pages. Frontispiece. 

G. A. Henty (1832-1902) follows his usual plan for his famous historical adventure 
stories: his youthful hero being caught up in some great historical event. Terence 
O’Connor, whose resourceful ingenuity gains him promotion after entering his 
father’s regiment, takes part in Moore’s great strategic retreat and victory at Corunna. 
He is wounded but later does great service with a band of guerillas he has disciplined. 
the book gives a vivid account of Moore’s achievement and Terence’s adventures 
should excite any boy from 11 to 14. 


MISS PICKERELL GOES UNDERSEA. Ellen MacGregor. Blackie, 9s.6d. 
1959. 21 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations by Paul Galdone. 

This is a happy tale, amusingly told and illustrated. Miss Pickerell is a quict, but 
determined American, whose famous collection of rocks from Mars went down when 
the ship bringing it back from Europe was wrecked. Undaunted, she takes up deep-sea 
diving and has a highly exciting time searching for her priceless property. The story 
makes pleasant reading for young people of 9-12. The scientific details—diving 
equipment, sonar, atomic submarines, underwater television—are handled accurately 
and informatively without spoiling the run of the story. 


JUDY AND LAKSHMI. Naomi Mitchison. Collins, 10s.6d. 1959. 19°5 cm. 
160 pages. Illustrations by Avinash Chandra. 

The High Commissioner for India, Mrs. Pandit, writes of this book, “There is no 

better way of knowing a country than to look at it through the cyes of a child.” 
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Judy has lived long enough in India to accept its strangeness as natural, but she is 
always learning new things and finding new beauties. When her friend, Lakshmi, 
becomes a teacher in a village, Judy realises some of the problems which face the 
Indian people and which they are courageously tackling; but always, behind the new 
ideas, are the old ways, the feasts and celebrations, the customs and religion, the 
dancing and music of an ancient civilisation. 


PICO AND THE SILVER MOUNTAIN. Margaret Phelps. Hutchinson, 

10s.6d. 1959. 21°5 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Ann Eshner. 
Pico, a young Nahuan Indian, sets out one morning from his small adobe home in 
Mexico City to begin the long journey to Taxco, at the top of the Silver Mountain. 
He has a plan. His parents are very poor and if he can find work as a silversmith he 
will save enough money to bring them to a new home in the rich city of the silver 
mines. He meets with all sorts of adventures on the way, but at last he gets there and 
is taken on as apprentice by a kindly old silversmith. This is a simple and appealing 
story for younger readers, with an authentic Mexican setting that is beautifully 
portrayed. 


NKWALA. Edith Lambert Sharp. Dent, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 134 pages. Illustrations 
in colour by William Winter. 

This is a story about two tribes of Red Indians who make peace with each other. 
The Spokans, driven from their country by drought, move into the hunting-grounds 
of the Okanagons. The latter have suffered from other invaders and their reaction 
to the newcomers is a surprise attack, but Nkwala, a boy of the Spokans, intervenes 
with great courage and brings about a breathing-space during which the chiefs can 
parley and establish friendly relations. This book was awarded a prize in Canada. 
The author lives in the region of which she writes and is well-versed in Indian lore 
and custom. 


PATTERSON’S TRACK. Eleanor Spence. Oxford University Press Melbourne, 
Australia), 17s.6d. 1958. 23 cm. 172 pages. Illustrations by Alison Forbes. 
Set in the coastal district near Sydney, this children’s story concerns an attempt, 
involving a five-day hike through the bush, to solve a 140-year-old mystery. The 
three Winter children, holidaying with their grandparents, join three neighbouring 
children to follow a lonely track to the scene of an early bush tragedy. A series of 
adventures follows, with a surprising find at the end of the journey. The story is well 
constructed and pays attention to practical details of camping and bushcraft, while 


the characters are skilfully developed through the interplay of personality and 
incident. 


TO BUILD A LAND. Sally Watson. Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1959. 20 cm. 
184 pages. Frontispiece. 

This is an interesting and well written story, about a number of children, all of 
Jewish descent though of different nationalities, who emigrate to Israel in the troubled 
years immediately after 1945. Some of them, to start with, care little for the ideals 
which move the Jewish pioncers, but the enthusiasm of the majority in time fires 
even the most indifferent, till at last all are willing to face hardship and danger so 
that they may “build a land’ where their people can be free and safe. 


ISLAND OF BIRDS. Rosemary Weir. Max Parrish, 9s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
184 pages. 
A conflict between military necessity and the sanctity of rare bird-life is the theme of 
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Miss Weir's new book. The Boynton children have been given an island for a holiday 
camping place, and arrive there to find an ornithologist in residence who tells them 
that a colony of avocets, birds which rarely nest in the south of Britain, have estab- 
lished nests there. Then comes the terrible news that the island is to become a base 
for combined military exercises. The children meet with little sympathy in their first 
appeals to authority, but fortunately the general in charge is himself a keen bird- 
watcher and the island is saved. 


Non-fiction 
THE STUDY BOOK OF COAL. Eric Baxter. THE STUDY BOOK 
OF LAMPS AND CANDLES. Ray Mitchell. THE STUDY BOOK 
OF TIME AND CLOCKS. A. H. Naylor. THE STUDY BOOK OF 
FARMING. Clifford Warburton. Bodley Head, 8s.6d. each. 20 cm. 48 pages in 
each. Illustrations by Donald Green, Christopher Chamberlain, Heather Copley, 
Margery Gill, respectively. Index. (Study Books) 
The first book sketches the geological formation of coal-beds, the use of coal in 
Roman Britain, and describes the mining of coal from dangerous methods to modern 
electric drilling. The second book describes prehistoric man’s making and control 
of fire and then traces from these earliest times every development in lighting from 
pine-torches to neon-lighting. The third book shows how time was measured by 
the Babylonians, ancient Egyptians and in classical Greece and Rome. It shows man’s 
ingenuity in clock making and how the necessity for Time Zones and an Inter- 
national Date-line is emphasised by modern swift travel. The fourth book shows that 
change from the early farming for subsistence to the modern farming for a market 
necessitated mixed farming and the use of any implements that engineers could devise 
for saving manual labour and combining processes. The illustrations are clear, 
numerous and apt. Any young reader from 10 to 13 should enjoy these volumes. 


NATURE INVENTS, SCIENCE APPLIES. Ray Bethers. Constable, 

10s.6d. 1959. 25 cm. 48 pages. Illustrations by the author. Index. 
This book is really an introduction to some of the basic principles of science for 
children of eight to twelve years, in which the author makes skilful use of simple 
analogies between natural phenomena and man-made applications. Paddle-steamers 
and webbed feet, jet propulsion and squids, armoured cars and dinosaurs are some of 
the intriguing comparisons used to explain the fundamentals of science and technology 
to the young. The illustrations are effective and the text well written and likely to 
appeal to any child with an active curiosity. 


THE STORY OF MUSIC. Benjamin Britten and Imogen Holst. Collages 
by Ceri Richards. Rathbone Books, 17s.6d. 1958. 33 cm. 70 pages. Illustrations 
(many in colour). Musical examples. Index. (‘Wonderful World’ Series) 

This could hardly be bettered as a stimulating introduction for perceptive children 
up to about 16 years. Of the two eminent authors, Britten has specialised in composing 
music for children to perform and enjoy. Here they have turned their skill and 
imagination into different channels and have written a brilliantly selective outline 
of the history of European and exotic music, its notation, use of instruments, different 
categories and styles. Their text is matched by a remarkable range of mostly un- 
hackneyed illustrations, superbly reproduced, and provided with accurate and 
helpful captions. All school libraries should acquire this book as an adjunct to practical 
teaching and appreciation. 
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RICHES FROM THE EARTH. Carroll Lane Fenton and Mildred Adams 
Fenton. Dennis Dobson, 10s.6d. 1959. 20°5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by the 
authors. Index. 

Primarily for the use of children of the ten to fourteen age range, this book is a 

reference guide to all the minerals, inorganic and organic, with which a child may be 

familiar. Arranged alphabetically, from aluminium to zinc, it gives a short history of 
each mineral, its mining locations in the world, its various raw forms, its manufacture, 
and its chief uses. The reasons for the high expense of some minerals and the search 
for substitutes and new and better combinations of minerals are described too, all in 

a clear, readable text. There are well-drawn illustrations of the crystal forms of each 

mineral. 


ADVENTURE OF THE AIR. James Fisher. Rathbone Books, 17s.6d. 
1959. 33 cm. 70 pages. Illustrations (many in colour). Index. (‘Wonderful World’ 
Series) 

This is a charming book of great educational value to the younger generation. It 

explains the atmosphere and its behaviour from ground level to extreme heights. 

The book at first illustrates how flight in nature has slowly developed and then 

proceeds to show how mankind ultimately achieved the conquest of the air. Particular 

reference is made to bird and insect flight. The book is well illustrated and should 
prove of permanent value to young people seeking information on the air surrounding 
our earth. 


POTTERY THROUGH THE AGES. Reginald G. Haggar. Methuen, 
10s.6d. 1959. 21°5 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations by the author. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. (Methuen’s Outlines) 

This new title in a series of reference books designed for boys and girls in their teens 

gives an account of the potter’s art from primitive times to the present day. The text 

is divided into sections for convenient reading and pleasantly embellished with the 
author’s own line illustrations. The pottery of the ancient world, of the Near and 

Far East, and Europe, is passed in rapid review, the entire second half of the book being 

devoted to English pottery which is treated in much greater detail. 


THE LAND AND PEOPLE OF JAPAN. Donald Richie. Black, 7s.6d. 
1959. 20 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. (Lands and Peoples Series) 

A simple, fascinating, accurate and up-to-the-minute description of the land and 

people of Japan, given by a man who has lived there for the last ten years. The book 

is strongly recommended to young readers (and also to older ones) who want the 

simple facts of what Japan is like. There are sixteen photographs of typical scenes, 

supplied by the Japan Tourist Association. 


DURER. A Biography. Elizabeth Ripley. Oxford University Press, 173.6d. 
1959. 26 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The different stages of Diirer’s life (1472-1528) are illustrated by appropriate examples 
of the artist’s work in this narration written for young people. Throughout, an 
illustration faces each page of the text. The author’s double purpose of recording the 
artist’s life and at the same time focussing attention on his works (she gives some 
account of the different techniques which Diirer used) is most successfully achieved. 
We are shown portraits, native and travel scenes, and examples of his allegoric, 
nature, and religious paintings or engravings. Elizabeth Ripley has specialised in 
writing artists’ lives for young people; her prose is direct and to the point, especially 
when commenting upon the illustrations. 
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LONDON’S WONDERFUL BRIDGE. Philip Rush. Harrap, 10s.6d. 

1959. 20 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations by Nancy Sayer. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Rush, a well-known author of historical tales and biographies for children, has 
now written an account of the building and rebuilding of Old London Bridge, of 
the damage it has at various times suffered by fire and flood and of the historical 
associations which cluster round the memory of the ancient fabric. The pleasantly 
written narrative introduces children to the London of Thomas 4 Becket, the Black 
Prince, Wat Tyler, Cardinal Wolsey, Pepys, Dr. Johnson and Dickens.The bridge, 
with its claborate ever-changing superstructure and its colourful traffic, inhabitants 
and pageantry, forms the centre-piece for each historical tableau. 


LANDS OF THE BIBLE. Samuel Terrien. Rathbone Books, 30s. 1958. 
33 cm. 98 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by William Bolin. Maps. Index. 
This elegant book has, writes the author, two purposes: to show the land that shaped 
the people and to depict the people’s story against the background of their land. The 
narrative covers the Old and New Testaments and is accompanied by superb photo- 
graphs, colour pictures and relief maps in colour. The illustrations provide telling 
evidence of the service rendered by archaeology to the understanding of the Bible. 
While the book is suitable for young readers over 11, it is adapted to the needs of 
those who are looking for a companion to biblical study and instruction in church, 

school or home. 


SUBMARINES. Rear-Admiral G. P. Thomson. Muller, 9s.6d. 1959. 19 cm. 
144 pages. Illustrations by K. E. Carter. Diagrams. (The Mechanical Age Library) 
In this series for the young reader, practical experts write about popular scientific 
and technical subjects. Here the submarine is defined in all its main characteristics 
and development since the earliest experiments in under-water craft. After a short 
historical survey there is a conducted tour round a submarine, and the equipment, 
including life-saving gear, is explained. The special progress made during war periods 
and the use of human torpedoes and midget boats are described, and the book 
concludes with chapters on the hydrogen peroxide engine, the atomic-powered 

submarine and the future. 


THE YOUNG MOUNTAINEER. Walter Unsworth. Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 
1959. 19 cm. 192 pages. Frontispiece. Diagrams. 

Addressed to young people who want to climb, this book aims to provide guidance 

on equipment and on the elements of rock climbing. It does not describe ice and 

snow mountaineering techniques in detail but gives a brief outline of them. The 

climbing areas in Great Britain are listed, admittedly not exhaustively, and attention 


is drawn to those areas on the Continent particularly suitable for beginners. Brief 


accounts are given of some of the more famous historic climbs. There is also a short 
glossary and the introduction ends with the all-important words “Never climb alone’. 
Some illustrations would improve the book. 


VALENTINE’S COMPLETE GUIDE TO DRAWING FOR THE 
JUNIOR ARTIST. Foulsham, 10s.6d. 1958. 25-5 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. 

A ‘do-it-yourself’ manual designed for young people who can already draw a little 

but who wish to improve their technique with the minimum of trouble. The author, 

Louis Valentine, who combines the careers of writer, illustrator and television 

demonstrator, includes numerous explanatory illustrations and diagrams. 
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
